Washington, February 11.—(Special.) 
Colone}] Leonidas F. Liviigston, who 
represented the Fifth Georgia district 
from the fifty-second to the sixty-first 
congress, inclusive, died here at 12:23 
o'clock this (Sunday) morning, from 
arterial sclerosis. 

He was a native of Covington, Ga., 
where he made his home and where he 
will be buried, probably Wednesday. 

Colonel Livingston was a Confeder- 
ate veteran and had been a member of 
both the Georgia senate: and house of: 
representatives before coming to con- 
gress. He was 79 years of age. 

Kil for Weeks. 

Colonel Livingston, who is survived 
by a wife, three sons and a daughter, 
came to Washington from his Georgia 
home the first of the year to consult 
his physician here. 

After having served. in the national 
house of representatives for twenty 
years, Mr. Livingston was defeated at 
the last election by William 8. How- 
ard. 

Colonel Livingston was one. of the 
best known men in Washington, and 
Was very popular. 

Unconscious for Hours. 

Colonel Livingston had been uncon- | 
scious for thirty-six hours before the. 
end came. ‘He had been confined to 
his bed for several weeks. Two weeks 
ago he had a sifking spell and it was 
feared he was dying, but he rallied 
and his friends hoped that he would 
recover. Their hopes proved vain, 
however, for he grew weaker and 
weaker and for a week the physician 
in attendance had held out little hope 
of his ultimate recovery. 

Complication of Discases. 

A complication of troubles had come 
about, and the patient’s advanced age 
militated against him. Although he 
Made a brave fight, there was little 
power to combat his disease, and the 
odds were all against him. » 

During his illness Colonel] Livingston 
wae the recipient of many Kindly at- 
tentions from the members of the 
Georgia delegation, and his numerous 
other friends in this city. 


"When his malady refused to yield to 


the medical attention he was receiving 
at his home, Mr. Livingston came to 
Washington to consult Dr. W. M. 
Sprige. who had treated him before. 
The best that could be done was sim- 
Ply a postponement of the irfevitable.

sea. The masts of the Roe are about 
52 feet tall, measured from the water 
line, and Commander Woodward and 
his officers say that the waves were 
at least 10 feet abowe them An ef- 
fort was made to steer with the wing 
propellers, but the slapping seas swung 
her stern around so that this was im- 
possible. 

“It was while she was wallowing in 
the trough that an enormuus grayDacn 
broke over the Roe on the starboard 
side almost amidships and forced her 
down on her beam ends. The cirno- 
meter in the pilot house showed that 
she heeled 90 degrees. Commander 
Woodward, who was holding on the 
bridge, was thrown from starboard to 
port, striking the helmsman, Seaman 
Dickens, in his flight across ana 
knocking him down, They saved 
themselves from going overboard by 
grabbing stanchions. Commander 
Woodward said it looked to him as if 
the Roe was never going. to come up 
again, and it seemed that she lay On 
her beam ends more than a minute, 
although he later decided that it could 
have been only a few seconds. 

“The powerful sea crest knocked the 
funnels out of shape and smashed and 
swept overboard every boat. Two ice 
chests on the deck were ripped from 
their fastenings and projected through 
the port rails, smashing everything 
they struck. A heavy steel davit was 
cut as if by a hack saw. 

Holding Onto Bunks. 


“There are eighty men in the crew 
of the Roe, and none was on deck, A 
larger number, including Coxswain J. 
S. Miller, were in their bunks holding 
on. Miller’s bunk was On the star- 
board side, opposite that of T. B. Ramm- 
ler. Both were injured, but not seri- 
ously. They thought that the ship 
was turning turtle, and many scram- 
bled for the companionways. 

“When the ceiling of the mens 
sleeping quarters was momentarily 
the starboard side of the ship Seaman 
Schledorn also dropped from his bunk 
into that of Seaman C. A. Martin, on 
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the port side, bruising Martin consid- 
erably. Later they laughed over the 
incident. They had been in upper berths 
and did not go back to them. There- 
after, until the ship ceased to roll at 
dangerous angles, all hands occupied 
lower berthsonly so their flight 
athwardships would be lessaerial. 
“Although the men were in their 
bunks they got litle or no sleep in 
twenty-eight or thirty hours. The 
hardiest of them, when they got ac- 
customed te the fearful rocking, Iect 
themsel pes doze off, only to be awak- 
end by a tumble to the floor. 
“It is not unusual for seamen in 
the torpedo boats and torpedo boat de- 
stroyers.to get seasick tn tne rolling. 
None was seasick on this ocasion. This 
was because of the constant danger, 
‘the uninterrupted excitement and the 
necessity of holding on, The men and 
the officers both say that the peril of 
battle could not be so nerve-racking 
'as their experience in the storm. 
' “Tt was after 1 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of January 6 that the big seas 
smote them, and it was pitch dark. 
Hail squalls that seemed to hdve hur- 
riceane force came at frequent inter- 
vals, cutting the faces vr the men who 
were On duty above deck. The smash- 
ing of the masts put the wireless- 
sending apparatus out of commission, 
but the Roe was still able to receive 
and got messages from more fortunate 
boats telling of their plight. Three- 
inch life lines were stretched fore and 
aft on either side of the funnels. 
Stepped by Wall of Water. 
“When a big sea hit the ships for- 
ward they would stop as if the wall of 
water were.one of stone. From the 
bridge it was noted that the whole 
stern avould quiver whenever a gray- 
back boarded forward. The thunder 
of the crests on the steel decks con- 
tributed to the awesomeness of the 
battle of the destroyers for life, for 
that is what it was from the view- 
point of nearly every man aboard. 
“About an hour gnd a quarter later, 
or 3:20 o'clock’ if the morning, an- 
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other enormous sea rolled over the 
starboard side of the Roe, and for the 
second time the ship went on her beam 
ends. The commander and his men 
were getting used to the sensation, 
and were not so startled as they had 
been when she first lay flat on her 
port side in the sea. At 10:30 a. m. 
she reeled again, and again went on 
over on her side. The men were get- 
ting used to it, but they. did not. like 
it. They had acquired such confidence 
in the seaworthiness of the ship that 
they began to suspect that it was im- 
possible to turn her over. 

“Because of the accident to the steer- 
ing gear and the impracticability of 
making repairs while the ship was 
breaking records in rolling and pitch- 
ing she was nineteen hours in the 
trough. Repairs to the steering gear 
were then completed, The: problem 
then was to get before the gale, as 
the ship could not stand any more 
pounding on her bow. Her forward 
frames were bent, bulkheads buckled 
and decks indented. 

“It was decided to resort to oil to 
cut down the crests. A canvas bag 
was filled with wsate and oil and was 
lowered over the weather bow. The 
slick soon began to spread, and within 
twenty minutes the Roe was able to 
get her stern to wind and sea. The 
officers say that the tops of the waves 
were probably 1,000 feet apart, and 
they had a chance to gauge their 
height after they had coasted down 
from the crest into the trough. Oil was 
used two or three hours, and its ef- 
fect was magical. 


No Sight of the Sun. 


“The officers had not had a sight 
of the sun since they left New York, 
and they found when he came ou the 
afternoon of January 7 that they had 
been blown 95 miles southeast of their 
dead reckoning. Having been unable 
to take the sun, they had been sailing 
by dead reckoning for three days. 

“Their engines were in fine condi- 
tion, notwithstanding the tremendous 
racking, and they steamed all day of 
January 7 without sighting anything, 
and were unable to use their wireless 
to tell that they were safe. They in- 
tercepted wireless, their receiving ap- 
paratus being still in good condition, 
saying that the Roe was missing. They 
made efforts to send out wireless to 
make their whereabouts known, but 
they were futile. 

“On January 8, at 10 a. m. they spoke 
the battleship Vermont and got per- 
mission after reporting their condi- 
tion, to proceed to Norfolk. Their oi] 
was almost exhausted, but barring an 
encounter with other bad weather it 
was believed that thef could make 
Norfolk without assistance, 

“Later the scout cruiser Salem was 
able to pick the Roe up and convoy 
her to the Capes. On the evening of 
January 8 she fell in with the Salem, 
and the next morning at 9 o’clock the 
two ships passed through the center 
of another cyclone, and were forced to 
reduce speed to five knots. This storm, 
however, did not do any damage. 

“On midnight of January 9 the aux- 
ilitary cruiser Prairie joined the con- 
voy, and the next morning, when they 
were 17 miles southeast of Cape Hen- 
ry, the Roe’s oil fuel gave out and the 
Prairie took her in tow and anchored 
her at Hampton Roads. She was then 
taken by tug. to the Norfolk navy yard, 
and after making temporary repairs 
to her steering gear she came here on 
Sunday with the McCall, the Paulding 
and the Prairie- 


Terry’s Engines Crippied. 


“The Terry, which also suffered in 
the storm, had her engines so0 badly 
crippled that she was unable to re- 
turn to the navy yard here, and is un- 
dergoing repairs in Norfolk. 

“Commander Woodward says that he 
belfeves that the Roe type of war yes- 
sel is the stanchest in the world. The 
Roe and the other boats that were in 
the same remarkable storm had not 
only demonstrated their absolute sex- 
worthiness, but had paid tribute to 
their designer, Naval Constructor R. H. 
Robinson. Commander Woodward said 
that they had been designed to roll 106 
degrees, or rails under, and the naval 
experts believe they can do it and re- 
cover. 

“The muscles, particularly of the 
wrists and hands, of all of the men 
aboard the Roe were padly strained,

bove of home and old ties was abun- 
dantly shown by the fact that his 
home, all his life, whenever official 
duties did not call him to other parts 
of the country, was within sight of the 
spot where he was born. 

The educational advantages offered 
when Livingston was a boy were few, 
and it was at the common schools that 
he obtained his education, working on 
his father’s farm when not attending 
school, 

Of a bright and retentive mind, a 
great reader, and full of ambition. he 
devoted himself to study and by the 
time he reached his majority he was 
one of the best educated and most 
thoroughly posted men of his section, 

When the War Began. 

When the war between the states 
began, Colonel Livingston was _é still 
working on his father’s place, though 
he had passed his majority by eight 
years. He enlisted in Cobb’s Legiun 
and served through the struggle. 

The war over, he returned to hi‘ 
home and resumed his work on his 
father’s farm, but a few years later 
bought a place from his father near 
the old home, and there he lived all 
his life except the days of his absence 
in Washington as the representative 
of his people of the fifth congressional 
district—covering a period of “twenty 
years. 


Always well posted on current 
events, with an excellent knowledge 
of history, as well as being an inter- 


esting and entertaining speaker, Colo-, 


nei Livingston found himself in the 
political swirl in the eighties. 

His first appearance as an office- 
holderswas in 1869, when he was elect- 
ed a ntember of the executive commit- 
tee of the State Agricultural Society. 
The position brought the colonel be- 
fore the people of the state. 

Two years later—1871—he was elect- 
ed vice president of the agricultural 
society and retained that positicn up 
to 1884, when he was elected presi- 
dent, remaining chief executive of the 
society for years. Between 1882 and 
1888 he represented Newton county in 
the house of representatives and the 
senate. In 1888 he was made president 
of the state alliance of Georgia, which 
he held for a long time. 

Elected to Congress. 

In 1890 Colonel Livingston was eclect- 
ed representative in congress from the 
fifth Georgia district, and there he re- 
mained until the fall of 1910, when he 
was defeated by William Schley How- 
ard. In congress Cvo'cne] Livingston 
forzed rapicly to the front, and within 
o short time gained a national reputa- 
tion. He proved a hard worker for his 
district, especially, but any measure 
calculated to bencfit his state ever se- 
cured his hearty support, as did any 
project that promised advancement of 
any section of the south. Today there

Colone! Livingston was the father of 
six children, one of whom died in in- 
fancy. He was a4 grandfather twenty- 
six times, and the great~-grandfather of 
six children.

Grier Q. Livingston, who married

Richards brought Congressman Living- 
ston six grandchildren. 

Marries. Outside County. 

Robert Livingston, who was so long 
his father’s private secretary, is the 
youngest son. Bob Livingston was the 
first member of his family to. marry 
outside of Newton county, his wife be- 
ing a Baltimore girl. They have two 
children. 

Colonel Livingston married Miss 
Martha Griffin, of Newton county, and 
throughout his entire life she was a 
great help to him in all his undertak- 
ings, politically, financiaNy and other- 
wise. ae 

Few representatives of the people at 
Washington within the history of the 
coyntry ever worked harder for his 
constituency than did Colonel Living- 
ston during his twenty years of service 
at the national .capital. And that his 
work was crowned with success is 
shown by the. large expenditure of 
money by Ahe nattonal government 
right here in Atlanta, to say nothing 
of other sections of the fifth district. . 
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southern location, Colonel Livingston ‘’ 
dréw around him the full Georgia dele- 
gation and declared open war upon all 
points outside of the Empire State of 
the South seeking the location of the 
prison. Many southern states declared 
for the location of the prison, but the 
Georgia delegation, under the_leader- 
ship of Congressman Livingston, said 
that the new federal prison should be 
placed on Georgia soil or not be built 
at all at that time. Naturally, every 
Georgia representative wanted the lIo- 
cation. within his district, but it was 
finally demonstrated to them after 
Georgia had won the fight that the 
prison should be near Atlanta. 


' Meodern Postoffice. 


Atlanta wanted a larger, more mod- 
ern. postoffice, because the city had 
outgrown the old building less than a 
quarter of a century old. The age oz 
that building and the fact that it was 
wholly ina@equate were advanced by 
Congressman Livingston to support his 
demands for a new structure. It:was a 
hard, uphill fight, but the congressman 
from the Atlanta district kept pegging 
away until finally an appropriation fer 
a million-dollar federal building went 
through congress. 

But, no sooner had the national gov- 
ernment given Atlanta a million for a 
new government building that the con- 
gressman who had secured that ap- 
propriation again found himself in the 
turmoil of a warm fight. In Atlanta, 
an element came to tire front demand- 
ing that the structure be of New 
Hampshire marble, while another force, 
and it was by far the strongest, be- 
cause it won, declared that any public 
building in Georgia should be built of 
home product. Congressman Living- 
ston, after a caréful investigation of 
the situation, sided with the granite 
element as against the marble ele- 
ment, and it was a victory for Living- 
ston-Georgia granite. 

New City Hall Secured. 


The national government moved inte 
the new postoffice building when it 
was completed, leaving the national! 
government with the old building on 
its hands, without any earthly use for 


it. As the governmental offices moved 
out of the old building into the new, 
Atlanta, clamoring for years gone by 
for a city hall, concluded that the old 
federal building could easily, and at 
no heavy expense, be converted into a 
city hall. Atlanta had given the ground 
upon which the old federal building 
was located to the federal government, 
and it was generally thought that a 
liberal trade could be made with the 
department of justice at Washington 
by which the gift lot and the building 
on it could be transferred. to the city. 
The matter was put up to Congrese- 
man Livingston, and within a short 
time he accomplished what the city 
wanted. : 

Uphajding the Monroe Doctrine dur- 
ing the Cleveland administration, when 
the United States and Great Britain 
Came near clashing over Venezuela, 
Congressman Livingston, then in the 
vigor of his life, played a leading part. 
His resolution in the house brought on ~ 
a lengthy debate, in which he took a 
leading part. He showed himself the 
friend of the South American nation 
and a strong advocate of the Monroe 
Doctrine, and by his work and speeches 
won the lasting gratitude of that na- 
tion. So thoroughly impressed was 
Venezuela with what the congressman 
from the fifth Georgia district had dode ° 
for that country, the congress of that 
nation not only extended an invitation 
to Congressman Livingston to visit that 
land, but sent that invitation bY a man- 
of-war, whose commander was diree- 
ed to place himself at Congressman 
Livingston's direction if he would con- 
sent to visit that South American re- 
public. “The Georgia congressman ac- 
cepted that invitation, and when that 
Venezuelan warship sailed from New 
York Congressman Livingsten was ae- 
companied by a number of Georgians, . 
amon whom was J, K. Ohl, thénu 
Washington correspondent of The At- 
lanta Constitution. | “

GEORGIA CRACKER 
NEARLY EXTINCT 


Thomasville, Ga., February 10.— 
(Special.)—That the many improve- 
ments, inventions and innovations of 
this modern age are changing the 
character of the “Georgia cracker” 
and that the next generation will see 
the passing of this picturesque figure 
So closely associated with the life and 
literature of Georgia is the opinion of 
Patrick Pettibone, a man whose busi- 
ness takes him much through the va- 
rious -counties of this section of the 
state. | ; 

The term “cracker” is said to have 
originated from the practice of the 
drivers of teams from the country in 
cracking their long whips, residents 
of the towns first applying it to them 
and then to all of those living in the 
backwoods regions of the state, How- 
ever it originated, every Georgian 
knows what a “‘cracker”’ means as ap- 
plied in its present significance to 
any one, just as.in other sections ‘the 
term ‘“‘rube”’ or “hill billy’ is used. 

It used*to be considered that a 
“wiregrass cracker’ was just about 
the worst sort of a cracker that could 
be found anywhere, but with the won- 
derful changes that have taken place 
in the wiregrass region in the past 
few years, it is said to be getting very 
hard to find a regular bona fide one. 
There were sections, some of them not 
from Thomasville, where up 
to a few years ago the mere mention 
that a person was a resident of them 
was sufficient to mark him as a 
cracker. There has been a marvelous 
change in this respect, however, and 
many of these same sections are now 
among the most up-to-date parts of 
the country. 

Many of the old Georgia crackers 
were illiterate, but the introduction 
of the present system of county 
schools has done away with all that. 
The younger generation are getting 
good, practical education. Rural free 
delivery brings the mails to the door 
and a daily paper keeps a household 
up with the latest news of the day. 
Magazines and fashion books enable 
the women to Keep up with modern 
styles.

REBELS MENACING 
CAPITAL OF CHINA 


Republicans Won’t Listen to 
Yuanan—Prepare to Ad- 
vance on Pekin. 


Nanking, February 10.—While Yuan 
Shi Kai, the imperial premier at Fe- 
kin, is endeavoring to persuade the 
republicans to concede the Manchu 
demands, the republicans are prepar- 
ing to begin an advance on Pekin. 
Impatience is increasing and a protest 
has reached here from Canton against 
the too liberal terms offered the 
throne, and embodying a demand that 
the Manchus be stripped of all power. 

The southern forces now exceed 
100,000 men, and reinforcements are 
arriving daily at the various repub- 
lican centers. Apparently there is no 
lack of funds. President Sun Yat Sen 
is in absolute control, and expresses 
hope for a peaceful coalition of the 
north and south, but he fears that 
Yuan Shi Kai will exhaust the pa- 
tience of the southern provinces by 
quibbling over details. and force a 
conflict. Dr. Sun has repeatedly said 
that the northern provinces are solid- 
ly in favor of the republic, and, as a 
matter of fact, the capital of Shan- 
tung province deGlared for the revo- 
lution on Friday. 

The revolutfonary congress is still 
busy with the details of the provi- 
sional constitution. Close observers 
assert that Yuan Shi Kai, Sun Yat 
Sen and other leaders are practically 
agreed with reference to the terms 
of a settlement, but are awaiting the 
perfection of the plans before the is- 
Suance of an edict. Sun Yat Sen says 
that he does not seek a portfolio,

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GEORGIA COUNTIES HAVE 
GREAT SOIL FOR APPLES 


= 


‘ 


Cornelia, Ga., February 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —That the most favorable condi- 
tions for growing apples to be found 
anywhere obtain in the highlands of 
the southeast is shown in a statement 
recently made by Dr. George T. Pow- 
ell, of the agricultural experts’ station 
of New York, one of the world’s most 
eminent. horticultural authorities, who 
has - just ade an examination of a 
number of large tracts of land in 
north Georgia lying along the ,lines 
of the Southern railway, notably in 
Habersham ang Rabun counties, of 
which he said: 

“The conditions necessary for the 
successful culture of the apple must 
naturally be found in hilly or some- 
what.c.Jduntainous sections, and hence 
ths territory over whicn the finest 
apples—those possessing the finest 
quality—may be grown is somewhat 
limited.

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: Solicitor MeCabe Gives Evidence 


‘Before House Commitee 


He Explains Attitude of Secre- 
Wilson and Himeelf. 
McCabe Talks About the 
Charges of Suppressed Re- 
ports on the Everglades. 


Washington, February 10:—The Flor- 
jJda Everglades investigation ordered 
by the house committee on expendi- 
tures in the department of agriculture 
got under way today. Solicitor George 
P. McCabe recited the department's 
version of the disniissal of C, G. Elliott, 
‘chief drainage engineer, and A. D. 
Morehouse, his assistant, declaring 
Secretary Wilson's action was due en- 
tirely to financial irregularities 
charged against the men in transfer- 
ence of public funds, and had nothing 
to do with the Everglades reports 
which it is charged were suppressed. 

Representative Clark, of Florida, 
whose charges against Secretary Wi)l- 
£0n precipitated the - investigation, 
made public’ a letter from Secretary 
Wilson, in which the latter said’ he 
could not recall the persons who 
recommended to him the suppression of 
a circular letter on the Everglades 
prepared by Elliott. 

‘Sacrificed to Shield Wiison. 

Mr. Clark also made public a letter 
from Arthur E. Morgan, of Memphis, 
Tenn., president of the Morgan En- 
gineering Company, formerly super- 
vising engineer of United States drain- 
age investigations and now a special 
drainage engineer of Elliott & More- 
house, was directly ‘sacrificed to 
shield Secretary Wilson.” 

“It has been a matter of common 
knowledge among. the officfals of the 
United States drainage investigations 
for more than a year,’ wrote Mr. Mor- 
e. “that the -suppression of. the 

orida Everglades report, which was 
prepared by Mr. Elliott, had beéeen.an 
embarrassment to the higher. officials 
of the department. It has been known 
by those familiar with the situation 
that the Florida land companies have 
been circulating broadcast Mr. Wright's 
original report as the official report of 
the department, whereas a different 
report, prepared by Mr. Elliott, stating 
the facts of the situation, and not so 
favorable to the Everglades land pro- 
ect, had been suppressed by Secretary 
Vilson. 

“It has also been generally under- 
stood that the situation would come 
before the public in time, and that 
—- must be thoroughly. discred- 

ed. 

“T would not presume to write. in 
this manner concerning the head of 
the department in which I am an offi- 
cial, did it not. seem so unjust to dis- 
miss Mr. Elliott, presumably on other 
charges, when the real cause of: his 
dismissal ig to cover the embarrass- 
ment of his superiors.” 

What McCahe Admitted. 

Solicitor McCabe admitted on the 
stand today that the charges against 
illiott and Morehouse had _ been 
brought by Wright, fofmerly Elliott's 
subordinaté, but now chief engineer in 
charge of the state drainage work in 
Florida. 

It has been charged that a report 
of J. O. Wright, formerly a depart- 
ment engineer, and now drainage en- 
gineer for the state of Florida, was 
not printed in a senate document on 
the situation in the Everglades until 
Wright had revised the proofs to con- 
form with his original notes. 

Senator Fletcher, of Florida, ‘who 
had the Everglade papers printed as 
a document, declared today that the 
senate document ‘does contain the 
full report made by J. O, Wright,” and 
that “it appears in the document pre- 
cisely as ordered set up and printed 
by the proper officers of the depart- 
ment.” 

Why publication of report was 
stopped originally in 1910, Senator 
Fletcher declared was not known. 

“The Elliott circular,” said Senator 
Fletcner, “was not put in senate doc- 
ument No &s9 bécause it was hever 
authorized by the secretary, but, on 
the cuntrary, as soon as he saw a 
typewritten copy of the proposea cir- 
cuiar, he conaemned it and ordered 
that it be not printed or distributed. 
The reason, it is supposed, was the 
circular expressed Opinions or offered 
advice, and it did not purport to give 
data gathered in scientific research. 
That circular never was an official 
document and therefore had no place 
in any document giving authentic of- 
ficial records on a subject.” 

What McCabe Says. 

McCabe took up two phases of the 
case, the suppresséd reports and the 
discharge of Elliott and -Morehouse 
ana suspension of F. E. Singleton, the 
auditor. He said at Engineer J. O. 
Wright, of Florida, first called the de- 
Partment’s attention to the alleged 
irregularities in accounts of the 


drainage division. 

“On January 20, 1912,” #£=he said, 
“Wright called at the department and 
Said in substance that Chief Engineer 
BDiliott was trying to injure him in 
his profession, and was not treating 
him fairly, and that he knew of some 
crooked or irrégular accounts which 
Elliott had submitted. 

“Wright said that Elliott had placed 
men on the pay roll who had done no 
work, but who in 1909 had advanced 
money for completion of drainage 
work. Placed on the pay roll they 
were reimbursed from the 1910 appro- 
priation. He gave the name of J. L 
Wilkinson, of Belle Haven, N. C., as 
one of the men who had been paid by 
such a voucher. Wilkinson admitted 
to an inspector of the department that 
he had advanced money for work in 
North Carolina.” 

The amount invoived was $129. 
“Elliott was sent for,” said McCabe, 
“and when the information was com- 
municated to him, he said that Dr. 
True, his superior, Tad known all 
Shows it. This Dr. True denied.” 

Clark Makes Public a Letter. 

Representative Clark today made 
public a letter he received last Oc- 
tober from Secretary Wilson, after 
the ‘Florida representative had asked 
at whoOSe instance the circular on 
Everglades and the Wright report 
had been suppressed. 

“It is impossible to furnish you 
with the names of all persons who 
advised the suppression of the circu- 
lar letter and the repert,” wrote Sec- 
retary Wilson. ‘We have no record 
of them, and my recollection is tnar 
those persons made their request iipon 
me verbally.”

In addition, the city may not only 
make its own power, but by the use of 
water power now obtainable it may 
bring’ this power to the. city limits 
for approximately 1 cent per killowat, 
as against the 10 cents she is now pay- 
ing the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company. . 

May Purchase Power Cheaply. _ 

Still again, the city may purchase the 
power delivered at the city limits 
for a little less than 1% cents per kil- 
liwat, and this on a contract to furnish 
the city not only what she is using at 
this time, but what she may need for | 
a number of years to come. , 

Solomon & Norcross, the well known | 
engineers, announceqd Saturday after 
noon that they have just learned that 
they are in a position to tender to the 
city a tract of land some 60 miles from 
Atlanta, which contains practically the 
only water power in this. section of 
the state which is not controlled by 
some power company. From the water | 
power on this tract, it Is set out,.10,000 | 
10-hour: horsepower can be developed 
and transmitted to the city Iimits ready 
for distribution for less than’ 20 per 
cent of what the city is now paying for 
her electricity. 

If the city desires to operate’ its own 
power plant, say the engineers, -the 
property in question ‘may be developed 
for less than $100 per horsepower and 
With both the development, the trans- 
mission and the maintainance reck- ! 
oned in, the power can be delivered at 
the city limaits for approximately 1 cent 
per killowat. 

Will Develop Property. 

On the other hand, the engineers state | 
if the city desires to buy her power, 
they can without trouble form acorpo- 
ration with ample financial backing 
which will develop the property and 
deliver the power either at the site or 
at the city limits. In the first case, the 
corporation, would maintain the trans- 
mission line wh.e in the sécond, this 
would be done by the city. 

The site of the water power in ques- 
tion say the engineers is within some 
60 miles of the city and is practically 
the only water power in. this section 
of the country on which some power 
company does not’ at present hold op- 
tions or fee simple titles. The proper- 
ty, it is said, may be bought for slight- 
ly less than $100,000 if the city desires 
to purchase outright, in which case it 
can be developed so cheaply as to.put 
the actual cost of power production 
down to @ minimum.

COST OF LIVING 
The Drainage of hime Lands 


Would Help Solve Prob- 
lem, He Thinks. 


New Orleans, February 10.—H. J. 
Heinz, the millionaire Pittsburg man- 
ufacturer, in an address today before 
‘the New leans Progressive Union, 
declared that if the people of this 
country are to permanently correct 
the evils of the present high cost of 
living the manufacturers and ‘busi- 
ness men must lend their’ § influence 
a*.a financial assistance to the great 
drainage and irrigation problems. 

“As a manufacturer,” he said, “I 
can tell you that the cost of living 
has become a serious problem to ev- 
ery factory employee in the land, and 
it is to the interest of every manu- 
facturer to aid in carrying out the 
great project to drain the 75,000,000 
acres of now wet and unproductive 
land in the country and turn its enor-

He said as he was 
the dominating figure in the organiza- 
tion of the bank, he thought it was a 
mere incident in suggesting his em- 
ployees for the work.

introduced by Mr. Lee Worsham, who 
is the personal friend of Mr. Davey. 

The theme of Mr. Davey’s lecture 
will be: “The Preservation of the 
Trees and the Birds,” one with which 
he has held enthralled the interests 
of the most distingiushed audiences. 

Mr. Davey has been traveling 
through the south and his lecture here 
is a contribution to the cause of the 
trees and the birds. He preaches the 
gospel of conserving the forces of 
nature for practical purposes, and for 
the joy it gives thos® who wish to 
enjay. 

The gospel is one that ‘is needed 
here from the practical, the aesthetic 
and civic standpoint. Only the other 
day in a section of Atlanta on one.of 
the public thoroughfares, a number 
of beautiful trees were cut down for 
no better reason than that the people 
on that side of the street could not 
see as plainly as they would like, the 
people on the other side. 

Builders, not architects, have the 
habit of cutting down trees the mo- 
ment the get the contract to build a 
house, sometimes the house not half 
the value of the trees and altogether 
there is a lack on the part of too 
many of that appreciation whic: 
should be held for trees. 

When trees dovnot seem to flour- 
ish, they can be helped, treated and 


preserved, and it is some ‘of these 
things that John Davey will t 
his audience Wednesday night. 


About the Birds. 
In reference to the birds, Mr. Davey 
said in a recent lecture: 


“*Why do not the English sparrows 
destroy the songsters of Great Brit- 
ain?  Netural question. But if yo 
had been born and raised in Snslsed. 
as I was, you could easily comprehend 
it. First. They are the house 
row, and nest in the. buildings, as they 
do here. Our crimes against the native 
birds of America is that we have de- 
stroyed the homes of our birds (that 
is, the Woodlands), and have planted 
neither tree nor vine in which they 
Can find shelter or,in which to nest 
in safety. Not so in England. We 
have many species of song sparrows 
as well as the vast number of others. 
They nest and roost, mainly in the 
hedge fences. Those who never trav- 
eled in England have no idea of a 
“hedge,” as we speek of it. They are 
embankments thrown up from four to 
eight feet high. It is a network of 
briars, thorns, and all kinds of wood. 
These dre a protection against the 
wildest horses or cattle. Every few 
years thev are cut back, keeping them 
dense. No matter from which wav 
the cold blasts may blow, the pene- 
sters find a warm shelter on the o 
posite side. Here, or in the “copses,” 
the songsters raise their families and, 
find shelter, and give us that joyous 
song which thrills the heart of the 
American tourist. 

“Not so with the house sparrow. As 
here, he is into all kinds of d*vilment 
in the garden or the wheat flelds near 
by. You who- have traveled in that 
country, know of the bav trees, box 
hedges, laurel hedges and particrvlar'v 
the English ivy. Here its where th- 
house sparrow roosts, .nd this furn- 
ishes great sport for the boys with 
clasp nets and catchine them by the 
thonsands. They are trapped, shot and 
destroyed every way th mind e*n de- 
vise, and yet we can’t exterminate

BEARS ATTACKED 
THE STOCK MARKET 


phen Pressure Was Against 
United States Steel--Sold 
« Down to 59. 


New York, Februar 10.—Quota- 
tions of stocks were depressed shai ply 
today by a sudden attack on the mar- 
ket... The session began quietly, and 
the list seemed to have lapsed into 
complete stagnation. Variations inj 
Prices of the leading issues were #80 
small and business was so light tha: 
traders looked ahead to a duil aad 
profitless day. But before the end 
the first hour prices began to move 
definitely downward, and during the 
second part of tne half-day’s s.ssion 
the movement was active. Stocks were 
sold in large amounts, and United 
States Steel, the Harriman  Pacifics, 
Reading, Ama:gamated Cupper, Ameri- 
Can Smelting and a numver of ocher 
prominent siocks lost from 1 to 1% 
points. 

Pressure was heaviest against Unit- 
ed States Steel, which sold down to 59. 
Selling of this stock was @¢xpla.neu 
when the monthly statement of unfill- 
ed tonnage appeared at the ciose of 
the market. It showed an increase of 
294,000 tons in unfilled orders at the 
end of January. The report was a 
disappointment to traders, Advance 
«atimates of the unfilled orders ranxed 
from 400,000 to 550,000 tons and the 
showing of less than 300,000 tons in- 
dicated that steel trade conditions had 
been less favorable in recent wc.k. 
than had been generally believed. Re- 
ports of price cutting by steel manu- 
facturers increased the bearish feeling 
toward the steel stock: 

Movements among the _ specialities 
were irregular. International Paper 
preferred, rose 8%. National Biscuit 
lost 2% on the appearance of its an- 
nual report, showing a decrease of 
$238,000 in surplus for the fiscal year. 
Net profits, however, were slightly 
larger, the reduction in surplus having 
been due to larger dividends, 

A large decrease in the number of 
idje freight cars was shown by the 
fortnightly report, the total having 
fallen off more sharply than in any 
other 2-week period since 1909. The 
heavier demand was largely for coal 
cars and was due to the cold weather. 

The expected loss in cash by the 
banks was shown in the weekly state- 
ment, which disclosed an actual cash 
loss of $5,743,000. The effect of the 
week's speculations upon the surplus 
reserve was to reduce it by more 
than $3,000,000. 

Bonds were irregular, with an easier 
tendency. Total sales, par value, 
$1,604,000. United States threes regis- 
tered, advanced %, and the coupon 
threes One point on call on the week.

In addition the bears had encourage- 
ment from a decline at Liverpool, aue 
to more generous offerings trom Ar- 
gentina. Besides, the flour trade was 
reported slow here and in the north- 
west. .Not much attention, however, 
was paid to.a report from Winnipeg 
that, beginning March 7, western Cana- 
dian grain could be shipped into the 
United States on the same rate basis 
for domestic use as to Fort William, 
Ont.

Under the auspices of the Atlanta 
Congress of Mothers, Mr. Albert 
Houghton Pratt, president of the 
national organization of the John 
Burroughs Nature Club, gave yester- 
day, afternoon at Ali Saints’ church a 
highly interesting talk on “Reading 
for. Children.” ; 

Most of us can look back to the 
time when the books given children to 
read were either the “goody-goody” 
kind (books in which the moral idea 
Was very good and the literature cor- 
respondingly bad) or else the books 
which their parents reaq and enjoyed, 
such for instance as “Baxter’s Saints’ 
Rest.” The former were harmless 
from a moral standpoint, but not so 
from that of forming a Hhterary 
taste: the latter were books which no 
normal chilq could digest. 

But within a few years has sprung 
up a mighty revolt from this style of 
literature and parents are now plac- 
ing in their children’s hands a very 
different class of books, books which 
are not only highly interesting, but 
which are also tremendous aids in the 
mental, moral and spiritual develop- 
ment of the child. 

To those mothers seeking for help 
in this line the talk of Mr. Pratt was 
a very welcome one. Mr. Pratt first 
stressed the value to the child of 
stories. “Stories,” saiqg he, “are the 
natural mental food of children and 
their minds will digest anything put 
into story form; therefore parents may 
teach their children whatever they 
wish in this form. It is the duty of 
every home to feed the mind as well 
as the body.” He then classified the 
books of his ideal library for chil- 
dren, which included myths, , legends, 
classics, great epics, deeds of great 
men, stories of adventure, stories of 
the imagination, nature stories, poetry, 
biography, history, all put in the most 
attractive form. Nature stories he 
distinctly divided into two kinds, 
those based on observation and those 
dealing with impossible attributes of 
animals. These latter should be class- 
ed with fairy tales and told as such. 

Poetry should be read more, not 


only such poems as children can un- 


derstand, but occasionally those great 
poems which were beyond their un- 
derstanding, but whose mighty rhythm

. FORM ENCHANTING PICTURE 


“There are forty-two of them—the 


rosiest, healthiest, most eager boys and 
girls you ever saw—they come through 
rain and snow and ice, ploughing their 
way through the rough and rugged 
mountain paths, and grasp their pen- 
cils and broken slates with the enthy- 
siasm of warriors,” said Mrs. Lamar 
Rutherford Lipscomb, director of the 
Mountain School for Boys at Mathis, 
Ga., a little postoffice center way up 
in the coves of Rabun county; far away 
from schools, railroads and what we 
call civilization. 

“The boys and girls have not com- 
plained,” said Mrs. Lipscomb.” “They 
are not dissatisfied, but I am dissatis- 
fied for them and I want to give the 
people of Atlanta and Georgia an op- 
portunity to co-operate in making 
more good citizens for the common- 
wealth by giving this group of young 
vigorous, citizenship a chance in a good 
comfortable schoolhouse. They are 
going to school now in the church. 
They have no desks, very few chairs, 
but must just double up on the benches 
to draw or write or take dictation, and 
the otHer day I saw an earnest-faced 
boy stand fully an hour before the 
window, drawing a tree on the small 
scratch pad he thought he was rich 
in possessing. He could not sit uown 
to draw, because the bench used was 
over near the stove. The girls were 
sitting on it, and, of course, this 
chivalrous young mountaineer realized 
the comfort of the girls must be con- 
sidered first. 

“I. wish more of our people who un- 
derstand the racial strength and vigor 
and fearless clean spirit of our moun- 
tain people could onlw look into the 
open faces of the mountain boys and 
girls as it is given me to do, and they 
would be as earnest as I am in giv- 
ing them a place to be taught com- 
fortably; desks to call their own, and 
equipment to make the training whic!

In the period of ‘convalescence a 
home is offered the invalid by .two 
relatives, also by the friend, but she 
preferred to go and establish herself 
with an old servant of the fafmily who 
has married and has a little home ina 
country community, this preference 
not with. any higher motive at first 
than that of vanity, and the rebellious 
consciousness of infirmity. 

The letters to the friend at first are 
grateful, but tragically unhappy; they 
bring back letters which act as a re- 
proach first; then as a sort of inspira- 
tion. The thought comes that the 
friend has been too good to be made 
unhappy by discordant letters, and 
the effort to become thoughtful of the 
feelings of others comes. Yet ithere 
grows with the loneliness in the coun- 
try the woman’s desire for’an object 
of affection—for a child. The thought 
becomes absorbing—<desire to adopt 
one is expressed, but there arises tit 
instinctive fear that one adopted might 
not be the ideal—the ideal in the 
spirit mother’s mind. 

But the maternal blasts thig fear 
when Christmas morning comes a lit- 
tle child—a waif in swaddling clothes. 
It is addressed to the invalid—is 
brought to her. The sight of it; 
openness of the innocent eyes; the 
very helplessness;of the babe brings 
out the mother grace so strongly in 
the invalid, tht she becomes strong— 
reaches out, takes the child, and fills 
her life with it—and her last letter is 
to tell the friend that she has found 
the way—to a full life—to happiness.

“Sixty-six thousand five hundred 
women voted in the city of Los An- 
geles in the recent election; 70,000 were 
registered. Only 69,771 men voted, al- 
though 110,000 were registered. 

“Where are the men who used to 
say: ‘The women do not want it,’ and 
professed themselves ready to vote 
for suffrage whenever the women de- 
clared themselves ag desirous of the 
franchise? If voting proves the desire 
to vote, then the women of Los An- 
geles have proved it for all time.” 
These are the opening and most sig- 
nificant statements made by Mrs. Deer- 
ing as she tells in detail the story of 
the women. , 

Another is: “The leading anti-suffra- 
gist orator during the campaign spent 
most of the time trying to frighten 
votes away from the suffragists by 
declaring that they and the socialists 
were in alliance and that a vote for 
suffrage was a vote for socialism. Yet 
every socialist candidate in Los An- 
geles was defeated. The choice was 
between Job Harriman, socialist, and 
one of the attorneys of the McNama- 
ras, and Mayor Alexander, who rep- 
resents the anti-boss wing of the re- 
publican party. At the primaries the 
socialist candidate polled more votes 
than Alexander, whereupon the Los 
Angeles Times, the only paper of 
any size in California to fight suf- 
frage openly, and one that had fous! 
it with only a little less bitterness 
than it had fought union labor, ap- 
pealed frantically to the women in and 
out of its editorial columns to regis- 
ter and ‘save the city.’ 

“The humor of the situation—The 
Times on its knees to the women 
whom it had abused for years—was so 
}pungent that many ‘ho had worked 
themselves to the bone for suffrage 
said that it more than repaid them 
for all their efforts.”

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GREAT SEAL OF GEORGIA: — 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


First. State when the first great 
seal of Georgia was adopted and de- 
Scribe it. ' 

Answer: Upon the recommendation 
of the general congress, Archibald Bul- 
l6ch, president of the council of safe- 
ty in Georgia, called for a convention 
to be held in Savannah in Uctober, 
1776, for considering “business of the 
highest consequence to the government 
and welfare of the state.” “The depu- 
ties met in convention at the time ap- 
pointed. After one or two adjourn- 
ments they accomplished their work 
and on the fifth of February, 177%, 
ratified in convention the first es nsti- 
tUtion of the state of Georgia.” 

The great seal of the state adopted 
by this convention had on one side a 
#croll, whereon was engraved, “Thecon- 
stitution of the state of Georgia,’ and 
the motto, “Pro.bono publico’’; on the 
other side, an el@gant house and other 
bufidings; fields of corn and meadows 
covered with sheep andcattle;a river 
running through the same with ship 
under full sail and the motto, “Deus 
nobis haec otia fecit.” 

2. When was the present great seal 
adopted? 

Answer: Upon February 8, 1799, 
while General James Jackson was g0Vv- 
ernor and immediately following the 
adoption of the constitution enacted by 
the convention of 1798, under the di- 
rection of such men as James Powell 
and James Cochran, of Liberty; James 
and Dr. George Jone: 
General James Jackson, Peter Carnes, of 
Jefferson: Rev. Jesse Mercer and Ben- 
jamin Taliaferro, of Wilkes; Jonas 
Fouche, of Green; William Stith, Jr., 
of Warren; William Barnett, of El- 
bert: John Morrison, of Burke; Ex- 
Governor Irwin, etc. 

8. Upon what date was the present 
great seal first used? 

Answer: Upon July 4, 1799. 

4. Has it been in use ever since? 

Answer: Yes, with the exception of 
a certain period, during the days of 
“reconstruction,” when it was hidden 
from @he federals. Georgia is the 
only one of the original thirteen states 
which has preserved in use a seal 
adopted as early as 1788. Therefore 
it is not only the most important part 
of our state regalia, but it is also a 
venerable and priceless heirloom, a 
relic, whose silver plates the hands 
of every secretary of state of Geor- 
gia have pressed since that date. 

5. Give a description of this great 
seal. 

Answer: It is of solid silver, in two 
plates, about one-quarter of an inch 
thick and two and a half inches in 
diameter, looking like two very large 
silver dollars, with the devices and 
mottoes cut into each side of them 
just as in the dollar. The device on 
one side is a view of the seashore, 
with a ship bearing the flag of the 
United States riding at anchor near a 
wharf, receiving on board hogsheads 
of tobacco and bales of cotton, em- 
blematic of the exports of this state; 
at a small distance a beat, landing 
from the interior of the state with 
hogsheads, etc. on board, represent- 
ing her internal traffic; in the back 
part of the same side a man in the 
act of plowing, and at a small distance 
a flock of sheep in different pastures, 
shaded by a flourishing tree; the mot-, 
to thereon, “Agriculture and commerce 
1799.” 

The device on the other side is, three 
pillars, supporting an arch, with the 
wor “constitution” engraven within 
the same, emblematic of the constitu- 
tion, supported by the three depart- 
ments of government, namely, the 
legislative, judicial and executive—the 
first pillar having engraven upon it 
“wisdom,” the second “justice,” the 
third “moderation”; on the right of 
the last pillar a man standing with 
a drawn sword, representing the aid 
of the military in the defense of the 
constitution; the motto, “State of 
Georgia, 1799.” 

6. How is this silver die used? 

Answer: Wax is rolled out into thin 
sbeets. Circular gilded raper,. the 
size of the die, with serrated edges is 
placed upon each side of the sheet of 
wax, with the ribbons between one of 
the discs of paper and the wax, then

She placed it in a tin box and buried 
it under her house. 

When Sherman reached our capitot, 
which was then in Milledgeville, he 
had the secretary of state arrested, and 
commanded him to give up the great 
seal of state, This Colonel Barnett re- 
fused to do, saying he would die first. 
They put him in prison, but’ were 
never able to extort from him any in- 
formation as to the hiding, place of 
Georgia's treasure. It is considered 
remarkable that they did not torture 
him to force his secret, but it igs sup- 
posed that his brave spirit and daunt- 
less bearing overawed them, for he 
was one of nature’s noblemen, physi- 
cally and mentally, and no fear of 
death or suffering had power to make 
him quail before them. 

ll. What did the carpet-bag govern- 
ment do when the seal could not be 
found? 

Answer:

After Sherman had laia 
the sword and torch the 
republicans took charge of our state 
government. Bullock was made their 
Zovernor, and they needed a state seal 
with which to authorize their fraudu- 
lent acts and papers, So they had one 
made by description as near like the 
original as they could get it. Now, a 
strange thing came to pass. This re- 
constructed seal, of the-reconstruction 
era, bore, upon its obverse face, the 
bar sinister, for the soldier, standing 
between the pillars of “Justice” ana 
“Moderation,” held his sword in tne 
left hand instead of in the right as 
upon the original. The irony of fate 
marked that bogus seal and stamped 
fraud upon its face! 

12. What is the condition of the seal 
today? 

Answer: In the annual report of the 
secretary of state of Georgia for the 
year 1910 we find this: “It is utterly 
impossible to read the devices upon 
the seal in its present condition. Upon 
investigation I find that the general 
assembly in 1868 passed the following 
resolution: 

“*Whereas, the great seal of the 
state is much worn and defaced; there- 
fore, be it resolved by the senate and 
house of representatives of the state 
of Georgia, that the secretary of state 
be authorized to have said seal re- 
engraved and renewed with the same 
devices as are now precribed by the 
eighty-first section of the code, and 
eg other. Approved November 6, 

“I would be glad if you would take 
up this matter in your message to the 
general assembly.” 

13. What has been done toward the 
renewing of the seal? 

Answer. Our secretary of state has 
consulted a skidlful designer, who re- 
ports that the lines of the tracing on 
the die can easily be deepened and 
make it as good as new. 

14. Why does not our legislature 
make an appropriation for this obvi- 
ously necessary work and authorize 
the secretary of state to have it done? 

Answer: We do not know!

Savannah, Ga., February 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Captain W. E. Donovan and his 
crew of five, from the schooner Frank 
M. Low, who were picked up from an 
open boat on Sunday, after the schoon- 
er had burned to the water's edge off 
Cape Romaine, brought on to Savan- 
nah by the steamer Suwannee, tell 4 
graphie story of privation and suffer- 
ing in an open boat for twelve hours, 
in a raging sea, without food or wa- 
ter, and with insuffictent clothing, ang 
with the weather bitterly cold. 

The 4ittle boat was tossed about like 
a cork on the waves, The men were 
drenched to the skin and their clothes 
froze upon them. Following their es- 
cape from the burning vessel they 
were rescued by the Suwannee just 
in time to save them from succumbing 
to the terrific cold from which they 
had no protection. Two of the men 
were unconscious when picked up, anu 
the others were exhausted.

This migration of ball players to 
the soutn will cost the big league 
teams $200,000. That looks like an 
enormous figure, but without the ex- 
penditure many clubs would stiffen 
up at the beginning of the big fight 
and probably cost the owners five 
times as much. 

Many fans are under the impression 
that spring training is a method of 
picking up easy money by barnstorm- 
ing around the country and drawing 
in funds from the minor .eague cities. 
But such is not the case. Never in the 
history of the great national pastime 
did axball club fail to lose money in 
the spring. 

Enormous Expense. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
players draw no safiry, the expenses 
are enormous. For instar.ce, the 
Giants run up a hotel bill at Marlin— 
and it’s a cheap hotel at that—of more 
than $150 a day. They stay in Marlin 
fer five weeks, and the only receipts 

en in during that time are for the 
Biuray and Sund&y games at Dallas, 

ort Worth, Houston and San An- 
tonio. Those receipts barely pay tne 
expenses of the trip to and from these 
cities, to say nothing of ihe two days’ 
extra hotel expenses. When the tea.n 
starts on its way east it is a dead 
loss, as the receipts. of exhibition 
games never equal the cost of travel- 


ing. : ; 

The books of the New York club 
show that the spring training usually 
costs about $15,000. The Athlecics, 
Tigers, Reds, Cub Pirates, Red Sox 
and others have about the same ex- 
penses. The two St. Louis clubs have 
been able to save a lot of expense by 
training at West Baden or [french 
Lick Springs, Ind., for .a short time 
and.then going back to St. Louis for 
the finishing touches. 

The ciubs average something like 
thirty-five players. Some of them 
carry many more than that. Tne 
Giants this season will carry about 
forty-uve, while the Highlanders will 
have forty-three. The weaker clubs, 
that cannot afford so many, carry from 
thirty to thirty-five. Taking sixteen 
clubs at an average of thirty-five 
players it can be seen that nearly 600 
Players take the trip to the south 
every spring. The magnates have de- 
vised all sorts of schemes to avoid che 
excessive cost of spring training, but 
to no avail. 

Some have gone so far as to try and 
train in the north, but ‘t won't work. 
South the Place. 

The managers of experience have 
found that the only way. to get @ ball 
club in condition is to take the play- 
ers into tne far south, where they Can 
rest from their labours without s: ffen- 
ing up their musclés. Indoor work is 
of absolutely no value. They must 
breathe the warm air if they expect 
to play later on. They must be in 
a climate where they, can rest cn_ he 
field without catching cold or develop- 
ing “charley-hurs.s. The place suca 
a climate can be fourl is in_ fne 
southern part of the United States. 
The Cuban climate is .0oo warm, anu 
there also the inconvenience of fre- 

quent rains in the early spring. 

The facilities for geting the news 
of the baseball doings in the #arge 
cities are to be taken into considcra- 
tion. For instance, the Bermuda isl- 
ands would be an excellent spot for 
training, but the cost of cable tolls 
would practicaliy make it impossible 
to keep the fans informed of what is 
going on. 

The managers of the telegraph com- 
panies say more “stuff” is filed over 
their wires about baseball. the 
spring than any other subject. In all 
of the spring training camps special 
telegraph wires are strung and extra 
operators sent along to handle the 
news from the New York correspond- 
ents. Wwunen all of the sixteen clubs 
are in the south there will be eighty 
baseball correspondents with them. In 
Marlin both telegraph companies have 
put up special wires and have en-

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GEORGIA GUN CLUBS TO FORM. 


UNDER A STATE ASSOCIATION 


Columbus, Ga., February 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-The formation of a state asso- 
ciation of gun clubs in Georgia is now 
under serious consideration and a let- 
ter is being addressed to the leading 
gun clubs of the state with this object 
in view. 

The proposed assoctation would be 
formed and operated under the auspic- 
es of the Interstate Association for the 
Encouragement of Trap Shooting, and 
would participate fully in the benefits 
provided by the interstate association. 

One of the main objects of a state 
association would be to eliminate fhe 
commercial feature from tournaments, 
as a broad experience has demonstrat- 
ed that the registration of tournaments 
confers many important advantages to 
trap shooting activities but that, if 
not safeguarded and controlled by 
proper restrictions, it is subject to 
many abuses, both petty and serious. 

It is pointed out.that the promoter, 
actuated by purely bustness reasons} 
is the chief offender in such matters, 
for he cares nothing for the sport or 
its advancement and his sole motive 1s 
to reap profits. Under the old condi- 
tions each succeeding year the mush- 
room club and the hungry promoter 
were becoming more numerous; under 
the new conditions that Have heen 
worked out and adopted the undesir- 
able features are largely eliminated, 
and the sport of trap shooting is de- 
veloped on lines that are broad, whole- 
some and permanent. The feature of 
good sportsmanship em- 
phasized. 

Shanner, of Pittsburg, Pa., 
secretary of the interstate association, 
has written to Charles B. Woodruff, 
secretary of the board of trade, a mem-

Among them is the contribution that 
the interstate association makes to all 
approved tournaments in states where 
a state organization exists Georgia, 
whose population is under 3,000,000, is 
in Class B in the association's classifi- 
cation. Should a state association be 
former, an approved tournament held 
by any gun club, a member of the as- 
sociation, will receive from the inter- 
state association the sum of $100 to be 
applied to the Squier money-back sys- 
tem. State shoots receive the sum of 
$200 from the interstate association, to 
be applied in like manner. The inter- 
state association now makes an annual 
appropriation of $20;000, to be used

If you have an eye for baseball 
statistics just cast it along the fringe 
of the old-fashicned way of figuring 
pitching averages, and then measure 
a new style that may be adopted next 
season. If you have an ear for argu- 
ment slip this record on your pianola 
and take a listen. 

It’s a dainty little thing, entitled, 
“The Percentage Rag.” 

The composer is Christy Mathew- 
son. rie doesn’t claim that the idea 
is entirely original with him, but he 
is the first person, to our knowledge, 
to set it to figures. The arrangement 
is ours, and we woulgn’t wager a 
plugged dime that an expert account- 
ant couldn’t pick some flaws. How- 
ever, we show up the general ‘“mo- 
tif,” as the music critics say, and that 
is the guy we're after. 

Matty advocates a new method of 
compiling pitching averages to show, 
as near as it can be accomplished by 
cold figures, the value of a pitcher 
regardless of his supporting cast. It 
is admitted that the standing adduced 
from the number, of games won and 
lost by pitchers fs not a true rating 
of his ability in many cases. 

A good pitcher with a second divi- 
sion club—Nap Rucker is a good ex- 
ample—might lose a dozen 2 to 1 
while an ordinary performer 
with a good team behind him might 
cop a dozen 6 to 4 games. There can 
be no doubt that the chap who holds 
teams to two runs and loses is as 
good or better than the fellow who is 
scored 6n four times, but is saved by 
batting support. Rucker has. lost 
many heart-breakers in Brooklyn, but 
Matty’s system of figuring he 

rank third among National 
League pitchers. He was No. 22 in 
the official averages last fall. 

Of course a good pitcher will be at 
his best with a good team, and a poor 
pitcher will show absolutely nothing 
with. a tail-ender. The question is to 
evolve a standard by which to judge 
pitchers on individual ability, and 
Matty believes his solution is about 
the best that can be had without go- 
ing outside the official returns. 

Having struck those few prelimina- 
ry chords, we will now plunge into 
the theme of the piece. Matty pro- 
poses to take the games of a pitcher 
and subtract them from the total of 
his team’s games during a season. 
Then figure the percentage of games 
won and lost by the club. Subtract 
this percentage from the percentage 
of games won and lost ‘by the pitcher, 
and the difference willbe the pitch- 
er’s speed either above or below that 
of his team behind the other pitchers. 

Such an arrangement does not flat- 
ter Matty, as he stands twelfth in a 
list of leading National League. pitch- 
ers. The honors go to Grover Cleve- 
land Alexander, whose winning mar- 
gin over that of the Phillies behind 
224. Tyler, of 
Boston, ranks second among men who 
worked in more than fifteen games. 
Although Tyler lost more games than 
he won, he did .205 better than the 
Boston team behind all other pitch- 
ing. Rucker won barely more thfn 
half his games, yet he ranks above 
Rube Marquard, who leads the league 
in the official averages. 

We will take Alexander’s record as 
an illustration of how the method 
“volves these figures. He won 28 and 
lost 13 games, a percentage of .683, 
The Philadelphia club won 79 and lost 
73. games. Eliminating the games 
pitched by Alexander, the Phillies 
won less than half their games. Fig- 
uring this way, they captured 51 set- 
vk and dropped 60, a percentage of 
.459. ‘\ 

Thus Alexander won .¢ (‘of his 
fames with a cTub that ave.. ged only 
.459 behind allthe other pitchers. The 
difference is 224. No other pitcher 
so far exceeded his club’s accom- 
plishments behind other pitching, so 
Alexander is the league leader. 

Herding the twirlers this way we 
encounter many freak situations. It 
seems silly to’ rank a man who won 
less than half his games above one 
who won'three times as many as he 
lost, but it opens up a line of inter- 
esting speculation on what these 
pitchers might do with other clubs, 
and measures them regardless of

LUBRICATION REFINEMENT 


Oil Supply Controlled by Open- 
ing and Closing of Throttle. 


Prevailing forms of lubrication show 
a marked advance in the refinement of 
systems Jong in use and one or two 
that are noteworthy now because they 
have been adopted generally in the 
higher class of European cars after be- 
ing subjected to long and trying tests. 
Among them is the “movable dam” 
system which combines the old splash 
system with a constant level. 

Effective lubrication should provide 
under all conditions a film of oil be- 
tween the bearing surfaces.

IN FIGHTING THE MILL OWNERS 


New York, February 10.—An inno- 
vation in labor war tactic 
tonight by the distribution here of 119 
children. whose parents are engaged in 
the textile strike at Lawrence, Mass.

Now that the saan work of this clu 
has been clearly shown and its clean 
and efficient managément has been 
Suaranteed by the personnel of its of- 
ficials, it will undoubtedly be of in- 
terest to many to give a brief history 
of one of Atlanta’s social institutions 
which has so quickly and so perma. 
nently found a place. among the mos 
popular and most beneficent organiza- 
tions of the kind. 

The Metropolitan Club was, as stated, 
organized as the Owls’ Club. It wil! 
be remembered that there came to At- 
lanta a man who undertook to organ- 
ize a local nest of the Owls. After 
he had the organization under way a 
large number of the members believed 
they were not going to be treated fair- 
ly and they, therefore, declared their 
club an independent organization. Ade 
quate and spacious headauarters were 
found on the second and third floors 
of the pbuilding on the northwest cor- 
ner of Forsyth and West’ Mitchell 
streets, and the rooms were fitted up in 
a most comfortable and elegant man- 
ner. The list of membership rapidly 
zrew and the club soon prospered an! 
flourished. There was some litigatior 
over the name of the club, and as the 
courts held that the word “Owls” be- 
longed to the. national 
by legal right, the name of the loca: 
Owls’ Club was on January 1, of this 
year, changed to the “Metropolitan.” 
As Shakespeare says, “A rose by any 
other name would smell as sweet,” the 
club under its new name lost none of 
its prestige, but continued to grow, to 
prosper, to flourish and to carry on its 
good work just as if there had been 
no change. In fact, as some of the 
officers state, the new name of Metro- 
politan took the club out of the atmos- 
phere of contention and jealousy and 
placed it on a higher plane, where it 
could better fulfill its purposes, 


THE ROOMS OF THE CLUB 
ARE HANDSOMELY FURNISHED 


A word about the club rooms. 

The entrance is on South Forsyth 
street, near the corner of West Mitch- 
ell. Upon entering the outside door 
there are found inside storm doors at 
the foot of a welle carpeted stairway. 
At the head of the stairs there is a 
tastefully furnished entrance hail, *At 
the end of this hall there are the 
private offices of the manager and 
financial ‘secretary. To the right of 
the stairway is a cafe. Adjoining the 
cafe is the entrance to the buffet. Be- 
tween the buffet and the offices is the 
parlor. In the rear of the parlor is 
the reception room and offices of the 
physicians. 

On the. second floor are the lodge 
rooms and dance hall. 

The entrance hall is spacious, well- 
lightea@ and comfortably furnished, 
Here sit during all the hours when 
the club rooms are open the doorkeeb- 
er, who sees that no person enters the 
buffet. who is not a bona fide member 
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organization- 


and the doorkeeper attends to his du- 
ties most faithfully. 

The cafe is a large dining room, 
lighted in the daytime by three win-} 
dows and at night by electric chande- 
liers, and the room is handsomely fur- 
nished, well appointed and well venti- 
lated. 

The buffet is furnished with walnut 
tables and chairs, and is in every re- 
spect kept up with neatness and good 
service. 

Adjoining the buffet is a pool and 
billiard room, which is. open to all 
members. 

The parlor is handsomely carpeted 
and, elegantly furnished. with tables 
chairs and sofas, and a fine piano. In 
this room are the latest editions of he 
best newspapers and periodicais. 

The reception room and offices of the 
physicians are cosy and comfortable. 

he lod&e room on the second floor is 
a hall of large dimensions, with enough 
chairs to accommodate several hundred 
members, and with tables for the 
transaction of all business matters per- 
taining to the club. Here the officers 
and diréctors hold their regular and 
special meetings, and the members 
gather whenever they are called to- 
gether for conference and consultation. 
The room faces on West Mitchell street, 
and .is well lighted and ventilated by a 
number of large windows. 

Adjoining the lodge room is the spa- 
clous dance hall, which has a smooth, 
polished floor of hardwood, and a stage 
for the orchestra. Opening into this 
hall are several windows’ for ventila- 
tion, and the lighting at night is fur- 
nished by several large electric chande- 
liers.

HEN Lincoln’s family moved 
to Illinois they had to 
cross muddy prairies and 
swollen streanis in a big 
covered wagon drawn by 
oxen. It was no easy mat- 
ter traveling in this way, 

and much relief was expressed by the family when 
they landed safely over a frozen stream or a muddy 
field. One day, just as they reached the shore of an 
ice-filled stream, they discovered that a little dog, 
the pet of one of the family, had been left on the 
other side. 

“We will have to leave him behind,’ said one. 
“Going back with this ox-wagon is impossible.” __ 

“T could not endure abandoning even a dog,” said 
Abraham, so, pulling-off his shoes and stockings, he 
waded across the stream and ceturned bearing the 
shivering animal in his arms.

THREE FAMOUS SPEECHES 

HEN he was 25 years old 
Lincoln thought he would 
run for the Legislature, 
and he addressed a cross- 
roads meeting thus: “Gen. 
tlemen,” fellow citizens, I 
presume you know who I 

am. I am humbjJe Abraham Lincoln. I have been 
solicted by some friends to become a candidate for 
the Legislature. My politics can be briefly stated. 
I am in favor of a national bank. I am in favor of 
the internal improvement system and a high pro- 
tective tariff. If elected I shall be thankful. If not 
it will be all the same.” 

Nominated for a second term he was congratu- 
lated and complimented by the Union League of 
Philadelphia, and when assured that he was the man 
to save the nation, be said, “I have not permitted 
myself, gentlemen, to conclude that I am the best 
man in this country; but I am reminded in this con- 
nection of the story of an old Pennsylvania Dutch 
farmer, who remarked to a companion that it is not 
best to swap horses when crossing a stream.” 

At Gettysburg he said, “We here highly resolved 
that these dead shall not have died in vain; that this 
nation, under God, shall have a new birth of free- 
dom; and that the government of the people, by the 
pte and for the people shall not perish from this 
earth.”

‘We are only too familiar with the story of the stage-struck gfrl who 
defies) parental objection (popper being a parson) and leaves home to make 
her way behind the footlights. It is one of the stock 

yarns of press agents and has few variations from the 
accepted model which was brand-new somewhere back 
in the early seventies. 

Of course, the girl makes good with a whoop and 
appears on the scene at the psychological moment to 
pay off the mortgage on the old home place and save 
popper and mamma from going over the hills to the 
poorhouse. Naturally popper’s ideas of the stage un- 
dergo a radical change, being a somewhat sensible man 
with a fondness for a permanent abiding place and a 
well-developed habit of eating three times a day. All is 
forgiven: The next important statement we receive 
from the press agent is that this self-same Miss Gertie 
Gumdrop is. to be in our midst. Quite naturally, being 
human, we are consumed with a desire to see the 
brave young woman who defied a parent’s curse, and 
we are willing to give up real money for the privilege. 
That is, the press agent takes this view of the situation. 

As a matter of fact, the general attitude of the clergy toward the stage 
has undergone a great change in recent years. It is now no unfrequent thing 
to see a minister of the gospel, in company with his family, attending the 
theater, and the footlights have ceased in a large measure to smell of sul- 
phur and’ brimstone. And why not? There are far more good people on the 
stage than bad ones, just as there are comparatively few Richesons wearing 
the cloth. 

However, .it is seldom the case that a young woman, the daughter of a 
minister of the gospel, adopts the stage as a profession with the full consent 
and approval of her father—so seldom that considerable interest attaches to 
the personality ofthe young woman and ‘her parent.

THE POLITICAL POT-SHOTTERS. 

Oscar Underwood, chairman of the ways and means committee, 
house leader, and persistently discussed north and south as a presi- 
dential possibility, is the latest target of the political pot-shooters. 
The missiles of the bushwhackers come, this time, from Washing- 
ton, and are distributed, in substantially the same fdrm, to* any 
newspaper that will print them. A significant moment is chosen 
for the attack. The country rings with the praises of the brilliant 
Alabamian. He has just given the nation attestations of sincerity 
and bigness in statesmanship that will long go unparalleled in 
democratic annals. He has harmonized all democratic factions, and 
brought together many insurgent republicans, to the support and 
passage of a steel and iron schedule that effects reductions varying 
from 35 to 50 per cent from the Payne-Aldrich tariff. 

The real girth of his achievement is seen when it is remembered 
that Underwood is from the second steel and iron center of the 
country. There can be no disparaging his courage or integrity 
when he exemplifies his tariff-reform views with the leading indus- 
try of his own constituents as a medium. That is why, we assume, 
as he looms large in national attention, the sharpshooting brigade 
deems the time imperative to discredit him. The custom is unjust, 
dangerous and reprehensible directed against him as it would be 
against any other leading democrat. It is intensified in his case, 
for the reason that it is intended to weaken his hands, as democratic 
ieader, at a moment crucial in the party’s cafeer. 

Because Senator Bankhead, of Alabama, a devoted friend of 
Underwood’s, sent gut to southern newspapers a supplement in 
behalf of his friend as a presidential candidate, the pot-shooters cry 
out that Underwood’s candidacy (which has never yet emerged 
from the chrysalis stage, by the way) is financed by the special 
interests ! Circularizing newspapers and offering them supp- 
ments, in an dpen and frank manner as did Senator Bankhead, 
If all 


the men in public life who have been aided in securing office by 


stands almost at the head of legitimate campaign methods. 


such methods were forthwith indicted as tied up to the “special 
interests”—there would be an appalling number of vacancies in the 
house and senate, in the public service generally. If the “special 
interests” had wanted to “get” Underwood and had been able to 
touch him with a ten-foot pole, they would have handled or sought 
to handle him on his tariff program! 

Coming from within his own party, the attacks are indefensibte. 
If he is to be riddled with suspicion and abuse from demfcratic 
sources with the passage of the first tariff schedule—in what plight 
will the party be left if it is to depend upon his consummate leader- 
ship to get other revisions through the house, and through turbu- 
lent conferences between house and senate? 

All this is said without reference to Underwood’s availability 
in a presidential sense. 

In that direction, he must be the arbiter of his own destiny, 
saying directly and in so many words whether or not he wishes to 
take advantage of the tremendous handicap given him as the incar- 
nation of the tariff idea,upon which the democracy will go before 
the country. 

It will be the Underwood tariff upon which the democrats must 
face the country. Underwood is the logical man to defend his own 
handiwork, to explain and justify its principles to the voters of the 
country as William McKinley, high priest of the tariff doctrine dia- 
metrically opposed to the Underwood tariff doctrine, was the logical 
candidate to justify high protection and upon it take his party ta 
victory. The parallel is inescapable. 

Nothing militated against McKinley’s candidacy. His position 
was jmpregnable. He was from Ohio! Had Underwood been a 
democrat or a republican, hailing from Ohio or 4ny other state out- 
side the once proscribed south, he would have gravitated by the 
irresistible force of logic to the titular command of his party in the 
presidential campaign. The fact that he was the personal incarna- 
tion of that party’s tariff creed would underwrite that development. 

Obviously, therefore, the one handicap against which he labors 
is his southern home. If Mr. Underwood does not speak forth can- 
didly and unafraid, and tell the country, “T am a candidate, because 
such is the inevitable logic of the situation; I am a candidate, not 
hecause I arn a southern man, but despite the fact that I am a 
southern man, sectionalism being dead as a door-nail im politics; I 
am a candidate because I am an American—” 

If, we say, Mr. Underwood does not thus make his own position 
manifest, if there is some good reason why he would prefer remain- 
ing where he is, if he doubts the manhood of the south in supporting 
a southerner—he should make it clear that he will not be a 
candidate. It has been said, in some quarters, that he should remain 
quiescent and let himself be drafted by the party. The theory is 
beautiful, but Utopian; it is not politics—at least politics as the 
remainder of the candidates are playing the game. 

The choice remains with Mr. Underwood, whether he will 
appeal to the country upon the strength of an impregnable position 
as a presidential candidate, or whether he will elect to remain where 
Directness is the order of this day.

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ATLANTA AND THE CORN CLUB. 


shouldn't wreak its wrath | 


The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce has again illustrated its 
constructive spirit, as manifested toward the territory surrounding 
Atlanta, by subscribing $1,000 to aid in the compensation of a 


superintendent for boys’ corn clubs in the twenty-five counties ad- 
‘coining this city. . The donation is not a transient one. The Cham- 
ber has bound itself to contribute a similar sum each year. Asa 
result this tier of rich counties contiguous to Atlanta. will henceforth 
enjoy the services of an agricultural expert, remunerated jointly 
by the Chamber of Commerce, the State Agricultural college and 
the federal department of agriculture. 

Dr. A. M. Soule, of the state college, and J. Phil Campbell, of 
the farm demonstration department of the federal government of 
agriculture, will collaborate in selecting a man most suited to the 
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duties of the position. It will be his charge to stimulate the forma- 
tion of corn clubs among boys in the counties designated, and, after’ 
the clubs have been organized, to aid their members in the growing 
of crops. ; ! 

In taking this position, the Chamber of Commerce is setting an 
example that might well be followed by other commercial bodies 
throughout the south. If the boards of trade and chambers of 
commerce in every large and small southern city contributed to 
the diversification propaganda in proportion to their means, the 
advantage of “living at home” would quickly leave the propaganda | 
stage and become an actuality. 

At the last analysis, the motive of the Chamber is an economic 
one. Whatever increases the corn.yield, or the tendency generally 
toward diversification in Georgia, works directly to the upbuilding 
of the state’s wealth, a development which, in turn, is reflected in 
the greater prosperity of its cities. A collateral feature of the 
movement is that the city which aids ig the diversification propa- 
ganda is doing its part in erecting a barrier against over-plantiag 
in cotton. With interest stimulated on corn production in the 
‘twenty-five counties surrounding Atlanta, for instance, it is not 
likely this part-:of the state will raise more than a profitable amount 
of cotton. The crops grown to offset’ cotton will, moreover, pro- 
duce revenue upon a scale commensurate with that indicated by 
the . white staple. 

The business men generally of the south could, therefore, di- 
*ect their energies toward no more productive channel than to co- 
operate with state and federal influences in the multiplication of 
these corn cltibs, in the encouragement of diversification generally. 
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THE DICKENS CENTENARY. 


The definite obligation under which Charles Dickens has laid 
the English-speaking race was voluminously expressed in the daily 
newspapers of the past week, as well as in current magazine issues, 
the occasion being the centenary of his birth, February 7, 1812. 
The hypercritical element has vigorously attacked Dickens upon 
the ground that his verbosity and his tendency toward the. melo- 
dramatic barred him from the serious consideration of posterity. 
But today the Englishman is read and enjoyed by the new genera- 
tion with the same zest displayed by the generation now in matur- 
ity; and that may be taken as an accurate test, so far as present 
wearing powers of a literary man are concerned. | 

It requires no special subtlety to account for the manner in 
which he crept into the universal heart. Always and in every 
phase Dickens was human. He might, to obtain effects or over- 
doing an emotional vein, exaggerate. But still he was human, 
intensely so. The very traits that offended the exacting added 
uproariousness to his humor and a grasp and tension to his more 
serious matter. His characters stand out as flesh-and-blood crea- 
tions, etched in indelibly by the caricature to which the critical 
object. Who does not know at least one Uriah Heep? And 
Pecksniff? And Pickwick? 

His other characters, and they are legion, for the man had an 
almost abnormal creative facility, have the same knack of taking 
personal possession of the reader. Small wonder, since, from the 
testimony of Dickens’ own son, they had the same effect upon 
their creator. Almost every human mood, nearly every human 
failing and virtue, was expressed by the master, and in wonderful 
galaxy of figures that flowed teeming from his brain come very 
near approximating that ‘Comedy Humaine” which Balzac dreamed, 
but did not quite materialize. 

Estimates of Dickens’ final appeal to the world are premature. 
He is still being widely read, and the gaudy “best sellers” have 
been unable to push him to the background. But one would need 
to live at least another century to pronounce an ultimate verdict 
as to his place in literature. For the present he looms large. But 
the tomorrow of letters is treacherous, and Dickens is still too near 
us to afford a proper perspective. 
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GORGAS---THE CANAL TRAIL-BLAZER. 


Visiting the Panama canal lately Sir Frederick Treves, physi- 
cian to the late King Edward of England, and a medical authority 
of world-wide note, commented upon the manner in which Colonel 
William C. Gorgas had “cleaned up” the isthmus, and declared 
“this work has set the standard of what preventive medicine should 


be in the tropics.” 

As the big ditch nears completion the eyes of the world turn 
more and more on the engineering genius and the administrative 
skill thet made it possible, and not many years will elapse before 
history begins to apportion credit for an achievement which is to 
rank with the foremost chapters of the twentieth century. William 
C. Gorgas and his exploit will challenge the study of the historian 
when this stage of the canal’s record is reached. 

Colonel Gorgas may be called the trail-blazer of the canal. 
Without him the remainder of the work would have been an impos- 
sibility. He preceded the engineering corps, and the administrative, 
and found on his hands the thultifarious problems, leit by the in- 
efficient French sanitary engineers. The entire strip was a yellow 
fever breeding spot. Other diseases of a communicable nature 
abounded there, due to the blithe lack of ordinary precautions. 

Into a reign of chaos, from the health standpoint, Gorgas pro- 
jected the wholesome energy of modern science. At the time the 
magazines and newspapers teemed with his work, the risks his 
men were running, the magnificent work they were doing in mak- 
ing the canal zone a habitable spot. But of late years, with the 
task of sanitation accomplished, and a corps for maintenance effi- 
ciently drilled and instructed, the man who inaugurated the work 
has sunk more or less into the background and showier figures have 
taken his place. ' 

When the waterway is thrown open to commerce, however, 
and appropriate ceremonials mark an event that bulks large in 
American history, due care should be taken to see that the man 
who cleared the way for the builders, who was and is himself a 
builder, be given the credit for performing a task of herculean 


proportions.

Tradition and Four Gospels. 
“Editor Constitution: Some years ago 
I met in Washington city a lady of 
Rugsian parentage, who had been 
born and raised in Palestine. I da 
not now recall her name. She was in 
many respects a highly interesting 
character; well educated, spoke many 
of the modern languages and had trav- 
eled extensively in western Europe as 
well as in southern Asia, but never 
had made her domicile outside of the 
Holy Land. 

I asked her if she had ever been 
engaged in missionary work in Asia 
or elsewhere. to which she replied * 
that she had not, but that she was a 
firm believer in the Christian  re- 
ligion. 

In the course of our conversation 
I asked her if there were any tradi- 
tions among the masses of Gililee or 
other provinces of ancient Judea in 
Support of the statements in the Four 
Gospels, but more especially in sup- 
port of those recorded in Mark’s com- 
Pilation. 

She replied: “Yes, very many.” “In 
fact,” she added, “if all the Four Gos- 
Pels were blotted. out of existence, 
most of the essential facts in the life 
and ministry of Jesus, as related in 
Mark’s compilation, could be substan- 
tially reproduced from traditions 
among the common people in ancient 
Judea,” $ 

This seemed to me a most remark- 
able statement, since there have been 
many changes in those provinces, both 
as to population and idioms, during 
the past nineteen hundred years. But 
she insisted that her statements were 
derived from personal association, and 
were therefore strictly accurate. 

I mention this for what it may be 
worth. Although I have traveled 
somewhat extensively in Asia, I have 
never visited Palestine, nor could {! 
speak any one of the many idioms now 
Prevalent there were I to visit the 
country; so I am not in a position to 
gither accept or reject this remark- 
able lady’s statements. But I should 
like to hear from someone, who b- 
personal experience, may be able-— to 
throw some light upon the subject.

“But Il am of the belief.” he con- 
tinued, “that if the La Follette bill be- 
coines a law the first trust brought to 
judgment under its provisions will be 
dissolved in fact.”’

Beauty Decsn’t Cost Much, 

School architecture should get away 
from the old and plain four-sided pine 
box styvie with a roof sianted just 
enovgh to shed the rain.

“Inexpensive features can be 
porated in the planning of the simple 
Ssshoolhouse that will not only add to 
iis beauty. but also will serve as a 
practical means in arousing the inter- 
est of the pupil,” Superintendent Brit- 
tiin “Experlence has taught that 
one of the strongest appeals to the pu- 
pils is to interest them in beautifying 
he schools. Therefore simple and-in- 
expensive means of doing this are pro- 
vided. The use of the trellis or lattice 
and flower boxes under the win- 
dows is suggested. Lattice work made 
sunple %xl-inch material tacked 
together into simple, pleasing patterns, 
and blocked te walls, not only affords 
a sparkle of light and shadow that 
sives to the wall a finished effect, but 
affords a stand for vines to grow. Flow- 
er boxes under the windows likewise 
are a Dart of the house, and have 
Dractical value as a place for flowers 
ihat are under the care of the pupil, 
together with tlhe teacher.” 

Attention is called to the importance 
of locating the scehoolhouse on a high 
elevation with plenty of shade trees, 
and also of surrounding it with ample 
space for recreation grounds.

Plans are presented for 
schools in. the mission or 
which may built in 
boarding or shingles at $900 to $1,200: 
while the classical or colonial design, 
capped by a bell-tower, adding to the 
effect, will cost from $1,100 to $1,300 
in wood and from $1,500 to $1,800 in 
brick. 

In three and four-room schools along 
similar lines the cost increases pro- 
portionately, the colonial being th: 
more expensive, The 
schools shown may be built in 
at from $1,900 to $1,900, or in Lrick 
32,000 to $2,500. Four-room schoo] 
plans are given in which the cost 
construction ranges all the way 
$1,800 to $3,500. 

It is pointed. out that the estimated 
costs given are based on the simplest 
and most economical treatmergt and 
will vary according to thé locality, its 
accessibility to materials and the cost 
of labor. 

Grounds ond Other Features. 

Superintendent Brittain appeals 
nstrongly for spacious grounds; plenty 
of breathing and exercising space is 
as important as the school itself. No 
school lot should be less than an 
acre; it is preferable to have from 
three to five acres. The frontage of 
the lot should be approximately two- 
thirds of the depth. The lot should be 
well drained, but not so rolling as to 
causing troublesome washing. 

The school should be located as near 
possible to the center of the dis- 
trict, accessible to the highway, but 
far enough removed to be free from 
dust and distractions. In cases where 
transportation is provided for pupils, 
it may be well to locate the school in 
the most thickly populated section. so

Heat and Ventilation. 

Principles to applied in selecting 
Window shades .and placing black- 
boards and in floor eonstruction are 
given, and the important subject of 
heat and ventilation is treated at some 
length.

“This subject has never received 
sufficient attention in the rural school, 
The ordinary heating apparatus of 
these schools consists ef a square box 
stove, placed in the center. of the 
room, from which heat is received by 
the pupils through direct radiation. 
This usually means that puplis seated 
near the stove are too hot, and that 
those distant from it are too cold. Its 
position in the center of the room in- 
terferes seriously with the seating ar- 
rangement.

The jacket should 
extend at least eight inches above 
the stove, and should, of ecourse, be 
provided with a door, which may be 
opened for putting fuel in the stove. 
The cold air may be brought to the 
stove through a grated opening in the 
floor within the jacket, to which a 
duct two feet square, or equivalent, 
leads from under the floor outside of 
the building. The exit of the impure 
air should always be placed near the 
floor, and the smoke flue and the ven- 
tilating flue should be placed side by 
Side, so that the heat from the first 
may assist in causing the draft es- 
sential! to satisfactory ventilation 
through the second. If this opening 
is placed near the ceiling, the air 
warmed in the jacket will pass out 
of the room immediately without set- 
tling. The temperatgve of the echoo! 
room should be kept between 68 and 
7% degrees. The windows should be 
opened and the room thoroughly aire?

session. Thirty cubic feet of air per 
minute per pupil, or 1,800 per hour. 
is the accepted standard for school 
room ventilation.” 

Class Room and Walls. 

The class room 24 by 32 will easily 
seat 48 pupils at single desks. While 
more expensive, single desks are rec- 
ommended because tney conduce to 
better order and discipline. The cost 
of seating @ recom with the best desks, 
at the factory, should be about $11o. 

Wall should be in a-dull finish, and 
olive green for the wainscoting, sage 
green for the walls up to the picture 
moulding and a lighter stone green 
or cream color for the ceiling are 
recommended. Green satin and wax 
fin’sh have been found cheapest and 
pest for colering.

A place for storing fuel should be 
yrevided.

A two or three-room school 
may always be arranged so that 
rooms may be thrown together 
used aS an auditorium in those com- 
munities which have to depend upon 
their schoolhouses for this purpose. 

A complete list of school-room equip- 
ment is given, and there is discussion 
of the best methods for beautifying 
the school grounds; suggestions are 
made as to the best trees, and the 
best flowers to be used for this pur- 
pose. 

There are many other details in this 
splendid little booklet prepared by 
Superintendent BYittain which are of 
value and import to the community 
planning to build a school, either as a 
new project or to replace or to repair 
an old and tumble-down building: The 
foregoing is simply a summary of 
the work, intended to give some idea 
of the importance of proper school 
architecture, and to show. that the 
way to acquire it has been well pro- 
vided.

As to Sanitation. 

Superintendent Brittains pamphlet 
closes with a statemeut as to sanitary 
principles, particularly in the matter 
of the location and consiruction of 
closets; and there is no more im- 
portant subject connected with the 
establishment of a school house. Health 
is a primary consideration and too 
much attention cannét be given it. 

At the request of Superintendent 
Erittain the state board of health has 
prepared plans for the construction of 
Sanitary closets, and these are incor- 
porated in the booklet, so fully detail- 
ed and explained that any carpenter 
can easily construct them. 

The public drinking cup is tabooed 
and the use of the individual cup or 
the drinking fountain is strongly rec- 
ommended. 

“The country school should be,” it 
is declared, “in the fundamental ele- 
ments of architecture and sanitation, 
as good a building as there is in the 
community. . . . It should, if pos- 
sible, be a building a little better than 
any other building in the community, 
because here you have the young 
' brought tegether and subject to influ- 
ences either harmful or beneficial. The 
proble # here is the care of the grow- 
ing child. This building for the train- 
ing of the young may be mede in any 
community, by intelligent planning and 
without unreasonable expense. a struc-

Government Statistics Show 
Birds to Be Best Guar- 
dians of Our Food 
Supply.

Figures Talk. 

Please listen with patience while I 
quote some statistics furnished by our 
United States division of ornithology, 
for our government «as come to real- 
ize so forcibly the need of bird con- 
servation that it now gives expert 
care, as far as possible, to the birds: 
“Two hundred millions of dollars each 
year are lost to the farmers and fruit 
growers of our countrv through the 
ravages of insects; that is, one-tenth 
of our agricultural products is ac- 
tually destroyed by them. The gypsy 
moth alone in Massachusetts cost that 
state for several years $100,000 an- 
nually. 

‘Tt is caloulateq that an average 
fneectivorous bird destroys 100,000 in- 
sects a year, and when it is remem- 
bered that there are over 100,000 
kinds of insects in this country, the 
majority of which are injurious, and 
that a single insect can be the pro- 
genitor of several billions of descend- 
ants, it is seen how much good the 
birds do.” 

The majority of birds live on in- 
sects, and in states like Kansas and 
Nebraska, where the grasshopper 
scourge is marked, thousands of birds 
fly to the scene of depredation and 
make way with the rioters. 


Foe to the Canker Worm. 


In one orchard alone, where the 
trees looked as if burned On account 
of the. pest of canger worms, forty 
different kinds of birds gathered, and 
when some were shot an examination 
of their stomachs showe-.that more 
than one-third of their food was Can- 
ker worms. 

After the visit of the birds a good 
crop of apples was raised in the or- 
chard which had been well nigh de- 
vastated. 

Facts, Not Sentiment. 


These are some of the facts pre- 
sented through scientific investiga- 
tion. I could quote columns more of 
these cold statistics, not fairy tales, I 
say cold statistics, but wr are not 
cold; they are vital, warm, rilling to 
any human being who has the power 
of reasoning and who every day wit- 
nesses the thoughtless destruction of 
our protectors, the birds. 

A man of science, distinguished in 
our country for his service to con- 
servation, told me recently with fer- 
vid emphasis that were ajl our birds 
destroyed we should soon find our- 
gelves in as menacing a position as 
did the Egyptians with their plague 
of locusts. This same man, a student 
of facts, a calm investigator in the 
laboratory, felt (for scientists can 
feel) so deeply the measureless/ debt 
we owe the birdandthe scanty grati- 
tude we show them, that tears, actual 
tears, shone in his good, gepile, eyes 
when he recounted the sad*‘tale of 
their death from starvation during. 4 
heavy ice storm. 

It ‘8 good for us to think of these 
things, to be touched by tnem into ac- 
tion. A little bird! How appealing its 
softness, its smallness! How bewitch- 
ing its trills and its cheeps! How 
beautiful its flight through the afr, 
like a dart of crimson, blue or gold! 
And vet we not only let them perish 
without thought, but we present rifles 
an@d airguns to our beloved young 
savages with which to shoot them 
through and through. 

Noblesse Oblige. 

Here is a clause from our game law 
passed last year, which relates to 
non-game birds: 

“Sec. 23. It shall be unlawtul for 
any person in-the state to kill, catch 
er have im his possession any wild 
non-game birds (Sec. 11. The follow- 
be deemed game birds:

grouse, pheasants.’ All other birds 
are non-game birds.) or to take or de- 
stroy the nest of eggs of any non- 
game bird, or to have the same in his 
or her possession, such person violat- 
ing the provisions of thissection shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction, punished as prescribed in 
Section 12 of this act; provided, this 
section shall not apply to the follow- 
ing birds: English sparrows, owls, 
hawks, eagles, crows and rice birds, 
except persons may ship into this state 
birds mounted for millinery pur- 


es. 
In reference to this clause the editor 
ef one of our educational journals 


says: 

“Our boys are not in their own 
thought malefactors, they are sports- 
men! They must be taught to see 
that if now they do what they did 
last year, they become lawbreakers— 
criminals in the eye of the law. 

“Indeed, to the teacher who is look- 
ing for opportunities for the develop- 
ing of character and of civic right- 
eousness in children, here is perhaps 
the greatest opportunity of years. 
Here is a great, kind, humane, civil- 
izing law that runs counter to one of 
the strongest native instincts of the 
boy. but which also stimulates the 
highest social and spiritual virtues of 
manhood. It is a chance of a teacher's 
lifetime. May all teachers and all 
school officials grasp it.” 

Feed the Birds. 


The Audubon Society of America 
has done a grand work for the birds, 
and one of its most gracious actions 
has been the introduction of the birds’ 
feed box in parks and_e “residence 
grounds. This has been done through 
the forestry departments, of European 
countries for Many years; why should 
we be behind foreign nations in con- 
servation of life and natural resources? 
We are, shamefully so, and it is 
through the education of the child in 
principles of mercy, and in a hatred 
of wanton destruction that our re- 
generation Ites. 

Let our junior civic leagues take up 
this work for bird conservation. Let 
the children. pledged to helpfulness 
and civic pride. be taught the value 
and blessing of bird life. Let them 
enter the “Conservation Band,’ where 
their work shall be to prevent the 
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“FASHION” 


Last year a well-known writer and 
traveler undertook an investigation for 
Collier’s Weekly on the subject of the 
aigrette in New ‘York. This was be- 
fore the passage of the bill forbidding 
the sale of aigrettes in that state. 
Even then the writer found that in 
the best Fifth avenue shops the 
aigrette was little used as trimming. 
He said: 

“Ag the results of my first New York 
Observations and those of my second 
in May and third in September, my 
natural supposition is that women who 
dress in best taste have widespread 
unanimity dropped the aiggette—a con- 
clusion in which I am indorsed, I find, 
by highest feminine authority. 

“It is, indeed, a fact that at the 
most fachionable millinery shops in 

ew York one sees almost none of the 
latest models adorned with this bird’s 
plumes; the aigrette is a back number. 
and, like the bird of paradise, seems 
to have been abandoned to women who 
wear diamond earrings with the morn- 
ing toilet. ° 

‘Women who have been deaf to th 
appeals of the Audubon Society and 
thousands of bird levers hearken to 
the mandate of fashion, and at the 
eleventh hour comes hope that we may 
yet save the egret from extinction, For 
years it has been mercilessly slaugh- 
tered on its nest for the plumes which 
are worn only at the breeding season. 
It is untrue that these plumes are 
gathered from the ground in the molt- 
ing season, as the butchers assert. I 
have several times been at the great 
rookeries in Venezuela, on the Apure 
and the Orinoco rivers; have discussed 
the subject with men who make white 
heron killing a season’s work, The 
birds are killed in their rookeries, on 
their nests with their young, at which 


time they are quite easy of approach. 'on our southern coasts. 


TO THE RESCUE a 


“How women can resist the appeal 
which has been so frequently made to 
them by the Audubon Society and 
others it is impossible to explain on 
any score other than that their adver- 
tised desire to take part in the pees 
ress of things is base pretense. ni- 
festly they place decoration of a hat 
above preservation of one of God's 
richest bird gifts. 

“Women weep over a lame cat or 
wring their hands at the side of a 
fallen horse, but they go on buying 
the plumage of the beautiful birds 
which are killed merely to gratify their 
vanity.” 

Since this was written, the bill pro- 
tecting the egret has been pagsed, but 
recently another bill was introduced 
in the assembly in New York by A. J, 
Levy, which aimed not only to repeal, 
in effect, the Shea “white plumags 
law,” already enacted, but to cpen the 
way for the sale of plumage of many 
birds that have hitherto been pro- 
tected. 3 

If club women sincerely desire the 
conservation of the beautiful white 
heron, whose nesting places are all 
along our gulf coast, and whose in- 
terests should appeal to us as south- 
ern women, they must be eternally vig- 
llant, not only watching for a chance 
to help legislation, but denying them- 
selyes a foolish and cruel gratification 
of vanity. . 
ae Outlook says in a recent edito- 
rial? 

“If we had in the United States more 
lovers of egrets,’ ‘lovers of tern’ and 
‘lovers of obright-colored birds’ and 
fewer ‘lovers of hats trimmed with the 
plumage of birds,’ it would not be 
necessary to fight such measures a3 
the Levy bill every year or two in our 
state legislatures.” 

The first virtue of club women must 
be consistency, and we cen’t make a 
stand for conservation and at the 
same time thoughtlessly encourage tho 
slaughter of the few egrets now left

TELLS OF RESTORATION BAND 


(Written by Mr. Davey for This Page.) 
It gives me unbounded pleasure to 

answer the questions concerning “The 

Restoration Band of America.” 

Some four years ago that wonderful 
lady of masterful mind, Miss Mary 
Marshall Butler, of Yonkers, N. Y., 
spoke to me thus: 

“Mr. Davey, you are doing a noble 
work, but you are wasting too much 
force. Agitations are all right against 
wrongs; your organizing is in the right 
direction, but you lack ‘centers,’ or 
local points; all will fail unless ulti- 
mately you can bring your forces to 
bear on legislatures.” 

I found she was right, but, in so 
great a country, how could we procure 
a nucleus from which tree knowledge 
could emanate to children throughout 
the land? 

This movement among the children 
was what we needed, for, notwithstand- 
ing all the effort in the press and 
magazines, the destruction of trees and 
birds was ten times more active than 
all the educational forces. combined. 
Indeed, as_yet scarcely anything has 
been done in the actual way of “resto- 
ration.” We adults, a few-of us, have 


‘kept on saying what the government 


ought to do, and, at the same time, pro- 
ceeded with our ruthless murder of 
trees and birds. 

On last thirtieth of May I was pres- 
ent in the Central Armory, Cleveland, 
Ohio, when Don Carlos Ellis gave his 
wonderful lecture along the lines of 
conservation. Out of a population of 
half a million people just fifty were 
pre t;.or one to ten thousand popula- 
tion’) And yet there were. those won- 
de photographs thrown upon the 
canvas, a sight to move one to tears: 
What is taking place in our beloved 
America, so recently covered with mil- 
lions of majestic trees, but now gone! 

The thought flashed upon me: “My 
God! will men and women never 
arouse from their*® slumbers? Must 
this destruction of trees, the robbing 
of soils, the erosion of lands and the 
murder of our -best friends, the birds, 
continue unabated till the earth fails 
to respond and famine and death 
sweep over the whole country?’ 

Our salvation must come 
where? From the children. 

The following week I went to Can- 
ada to give-my lecture there. In the 
Dominion I found the native birds 
were fast disappearing and the coun- 
try was being eaten up by insects. 
I made known to the Canadians our 
Plans in the states, viz, to incorporate 
(not for profit) in every state, taking 


from 


out a oharter, so that each state can | 


manage its own “band,” the object of 


which is to teach the children through 
these bands the principles of tree life, 
and, incidentally, to have them re- 
store and preserve the native birds, 
for without the birds the trees must 
perish, or, on the other hand, by de- 
stroying the trees, the shelter or 
home of the birds is gone, and, also, 
a large portion. of their food supply, 
and they must starve ang freeze to 
death. 

If the birds go first, the trees must 
perish, their foliage being devoured 
bv insects, and any tree defoliated 
five years in succession must die. If 
the trees go first the birds must 
freeze and starve and five years would 
end the career of man and beast, Pre- 
senting this to the Canadians, they 
said: “Go back to the states and take 
out your state charters and we wil 
join with you to enlist all children 
to undo the mischief that we, adults, 
have foolishly and ignorantly com- 
mitted. We will join with the United 
States to restore the native birds and 
begin to plant new forests for the 
generations that shall follovr. 

On June 24, 1911, we met in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, and took out the first 
state charter. Iowa and [Illinois fol- 
lowed, and upwards of a dozen other 
states have fallen in line. The need 
of the work is so eevident that it 
takes no argument to convince any 
one of its importance. 

I regret to say that, at first, the 
Audobonists, opposed the formation of 
a new organization, and even broke up 
same that we had formed, supposing, 
apparently, that it was going to weak- 
en their own efforts. How unfortun- 
ate that such a conception should 
have ever entered a human mind! 
Noble hearts, you have wrought well; 
your untiring efforts will go down im 
history. Heaven's blessing is stamped 
upon your faithful labors. When you 
have brought .a work forward and 
centered the mind of the public on 
the economic value of the bird, why 
should you oppose the work of others 
who would teach the dear children 
about the tree, which is the home of 
the bird? 

This, after all, was only a mistake, 
growing possibly out of misguided 
zeal. Let us work together. Suppose 
there be a thousand organizations, 
what of that? The more education we 
have the better. With us the work is 
voluntary and without compensation. 
We have plans for making the or- 
ganization self-sustaining and _ the 
motto for all is: “Work.” Work to 
destroy the * iglish house sparrow, 
and all othe» es of our native, in- 
sectiverous 3% ; work.to make bird 
boxes; wor o feed and shelter these— 
our friends, and work especially to 
gather seeds of trees and shrubs 
vines, and to raise the young plants 
and to exchange among ourselves and 
with Canada, and thus to learn how 
to grow and care for trees and to start 
new forests. ; 

Write to Miss Anna M. Nutting, Kent, 
Ohio, fdr literature. Give us the ear 
of your children, and, in ten years you 
will see the dawn of a new America,

Much interest is being manifested 
in the organization of the Automobile 
Chib of Georgia. Nearly one hundred 
applications from residents of Atlanta 
have been received by the secretary, 
as well as a jJarge number from non- 
residents. It is the plan of the offi- 
Cers to arrange for a club house or 
club rooms, as s00on as a sufficient 
number of applications have been re- 

c@ived to warrant the preliminary ex- 
es 


nses. The initiation fee for resi- 

nts is only $10 and for non-residents 
$5, and the dues will be $18 a year 
for residents and $6 a year for non- 
residents, but no dues will be called 
for until club rooms have been se- 
cured. 

Formed for Protective Purpose*. 

Primarily, the Automobile Club of 
Georgia has been formed for protect- 
ive purposes. The city, as well as the 
State, is overrun with motorists who 
have little, if any, regard for the laws, 
@nd who have been responsible, by 
reckless driving, for the rigid city 
traffic regulations, which now apply 
to automobiles and not to other ve- 
hicles. Au automobile club along the 
lines proposed and with a state-wide 
Membership, can have a strong infiu- 
ence in curbing reckless driving and 
in seeing that just and equitable laws 
a@re enacted and enforced. There are 
upwards of 10,000 automobile owners 
in Georgia and over 2,000 in Atlanta. 
A club with a membership drawn from 
the best clfiss of this 10,000 motorists 
will have a strong influence through- 
out the state at large. 

Almost all motor owners in Atlanta 
belong to some one or more of the 
many social clubs in this city, so that 
the idea of club rooms does not ap- 
peal to them. This feature of the au- 
tomobile club is intended more for out- 
of-town members. Motorists through- 
Out the state visit Atlanta to a more 
‘or less extent, and when weather con- 
ditions are right make the trip in 
their cars. With centrally located and 
Well-appointed club rooms, the new 
club will be the headquarters for vis- 
iting motorists. ‘The benefits to be 
derived would be so great that they 
could not afford to do otherwise than 
join the organization, 


Geod Roads. 


Arriving in Atlanta after a long, 
dusty ride, they will be able to go 
Straight to the club rooms and make 
themselves comfortable. If they are 
on a shopping trip they can order their 

urchases sent to the club rooms to 

e taken care of until the owners are 
ready for the return trip. An infor- 
mation bureau will also be maintained 
for the bénefit of those who are inter- 
ested in touring. 

The promotion of good roads is an- 
Other object of this club. This is a 
broad subject, as the economical con- 
struction and repair of roads depends 
entirely upon the material which is 
available. Information suitable to the 
northern part of the state would be 
of little value in the southern portion, 
while a pamphlet of the construction 
of sand clay roads would not be given 
much attention in the Blue Ridge 
counties. A well-appointed road bu- 
reau can tabulate this information and 
put it in such shape that it can be 
gent to any member upon request.

Best Method of Keeping Track 
of Repairs and Other Motor 
Car Expenses.

I note in my car book where the spare 
Parts, various toois, etc., are Kept, sv 
that I do not have to turn the car up- 
Side down to find something that is 
Wanted in an emergency.

| would recommend to do as 1 did— 
that is, to make out a list of what they 
must do betore they start the eng.ne 
to go for a run, 
Just inside the lid of the tool-box, so 
that they can see it when they gd to 
get the oil can to oil up. Novices will 
find this list worth a lot to them, as it 
will keep them trom forgetting some- 
thing that might cause the engine to 
overheat and spoil it. And it is aston- 
ishing what a much greater confidence 


thing is in order. 

Now with regard to the upkeep and 
cost of running a motor car, it should 
be noted that these will vary: 

1. The greater the number of cylin- 


ders the greater will be the amount of! 


gasoline and oil consumed, though with 
extra cylinders a steadier running and 
quicker going is obtained. My car is 
two-cylinder, and consumes one gal- 
low of gasoline to 18 miles. 

2. The heavier the car the more gas- 
Oline there will be used, and the great- 
er the wear on tires. But heavy cars 
are generally stronger than Nght cars, 
and, therefore, last longer. 


3’. The car with high engine power 


and high speed is more destructive on 
tires, and will cost more in repairs, 
gasoline and oil. 

It is clear that if speed is wanted it 
must be paid for like all other “luxu- 


ries." But if expenses are to be kept 


down and you are content with a mod- 
erate speed, you can go in for a good 
make of a car. There are many of these 
on the' market, and I think that the 
small, well-made car will be the car 
that will stay longest. But a cheap 
ear is dear at any price, for what is 
saved in first cost is spent later in re- 
pairs. ' 

From experience, I find «that a gen- 
eral repair should be made once in two 
years; also that a set of tires should 
last two years, So, on these lines, I 
have in yearly upkeep and actual run- 
ning cost a debited half of the cost 
of repairs and half the cost of tires. On 
these lines, my costs work out at nine 
cents per mile, not including interest 
charges, nor those for cleaning and 
looking after, since I do this myself. I 
would say to those about. to invest— 
Don’t let these figures frighten you, 
for much of my traveling is done in 
‘climbing up the mountain roads where 
|I have to keep on the low gear a good 
deal. Much better results could be 
jset._ on good and fairly give-and-take 
roads.

IGNITION SYSTEM 
OF CADILLAC CARS 


The Delco electrical plant in the new 
Cadillac not only accomplishes what 
heretofore has been accomplished in 
a less efficient 'manner by separate 
systems—ignition and lighting—but 
goes further and includes in its func- 
tions a feature ‘to which motorists 
havé long looked: forward, an auto- 
matic starter which obviates the neces- 
sity of cranking by hand. 

The plant consists of a compact and 
lbowerful dynamo operated by the en- 
gine of the car. The dynamo charges 
the storage battery. 

For starting the engine, the dynamo 
is temporarily and automatically trans- 
formed into a motor, the current to 
operate it as a motor being furnished 
by the storage battery. 

To start the engine, the operator, 
after taking his seat in the car, sim- 
ply presses a button and pushes for- 
ward on the clutch pedal. This au- 
tomatically engages a gear of the elec- 
tric motor with gear teeth in the fly- 
wheel of the cngine, causing the latter 
to “turn over,” tJereby ‘producing the 
game effect as bv \the old method of 
cranking. As soon as the\engine takes 
in charges of gas from the carburetor 


motor gear disengages its connection 
wit the fly-wheel and the car is 
ready to be driven. The electric mo- 
tor then again becomes a dynamo or 
gfenerator, and its energy is devoted 
to ignition and to charging the stor- 
age battery. 

The storage battery has a capacity 
of 80 ampere hours a@d as #00n as 
that capacity is reachea. the charging 
automatically ceases, 

Practical tests nave shown that the 
Storage battery is of sufficient ca- 
pacity to operate the starting device 
and “turn over’ the engine about 20 
minutes, although it seldom requires 
more than a second or two. In fact, 
the Cadillac engine so frequently starts 
op the spark that the use of the elec- 
trical starter is not always required. 

The storage battery also supplies 
the current for lighting. The car is 
equipped with two especially designed 
Gray, & Davis electric headlights with 
adjustable focus, two front side lights, 
tail light and speedometer light. The 


‘dynamo also supplies current for ig- 


nition.. Up to 280 to 300 R. P. M. the 
ignition current comes from the stor- 
age battery; above that speed the cur- 
rent is direct from the dynamo through 
the high tension distributor to the 
spark plugs. 

For ignition purposes the dynamo 
performs not only all the functions of 
the most highly developed magneto, 
but possesses even greater efficiency, 
having more flexibility and a greater 


with the usual magneto, the driver 
may stall his motor because the mag- 
neto is not being driven fast enough 
to generate current, and it becomes 
necessary to switch to the battery— if 
he has one. With the Cadillac system, 
if it becomes necessary to:drive so 
Slowly that sufficient current is not 
Generated, the battery automatically 
cuts in. When the speed is increased, 
the dynamo again automatically takes 
hold. It wholly obviates the. neces- 
sity of the driver’s keeping constantly 
on the alert to prevent stalling the 
motor. 

In addition to the ignition before de- 
scribed, the Cadillac ig provided with 
the auxilitry Delco system with dry 
cell current which has proven so sat- 
isfactory in the past. The extra sys- 
tem is separate and aistinct, with its 
own set of spark plugs and in itself is 
thoroughly efficient for running the 
car, entirely independent of the main 
system, 

The entire electrical plant has been 
designed with a view io compactness 
and efficiency. It is designed with the 
fdea of simplicity and positiveness.

STORAGE BATTERY 
SERVICE IMPROVES 


By Herman J. Haas, Rauch &2 Lang 
Electric Agent. 

Among the users or prospective us- 
ers of electric yehjicles there has been 
too much of a feeling of mystery 
when the storage battery has been 
mentioned. 

Electric vehicle owners during their 
early acquaintance with the storage 
battery look upon it with some respect 
and some fear, but after using the 
battery for a short time they invari- 
ably discover that a storage battery 
is neither difficult to operate or care 
for, nor does it demand of its user 
the knowledge of an electrical engi- 
neer. Acquaintance with the battery 
soon causes uBers to lose their fear of 
it, while their respect for it increases, 
As a matter of fact, the storage bat- 
tery is the very best friend of the 
electric vehicle owner. 

A good storage battery will stand 
almost any ,amount of ill treatment. 
is a patient friend that does not 
under a great 
amount of mistreatment. This desir- 
able quality, although to be admired 
under some conditions, is nevertheless 
an unfortunate feature of the storage 
If the battery could combat

There is no one who better appreci- 
ates this than the man who has own- 
ed a car where the people he bought 
it from wefe either not in a position 
to afford him this service, or who, 
figuratively speaking, “washed their 
hands’’ of him as soon as the sale had 
been made. 

To the average layman an automo- 
bile is a complicated piece of machin- 
ery at best, and it can safely be re- 
lied upon, no matter what car he pos- 
sesses, that occasions will arise when 
it is beyond his limitations to fix this 
or that. 

While the trouble may be ever s0 
Slight, yet unless he has some one to 
fall back on who feels a sense of re- 
sponsibility in connection with his car 
and is\ sufficiently interested in him 
as one of their. owners to interest 
themselves in his welfare to the ex- 
tent of either placing at his disposal 
a service department composed of ex- 
pert mechanics from the factory who 
know this particular car from A to Z 
or in some other effective manner un- 
dertake to supervise the task of ad- 
justing the trouble, he is likely to run 
afoul of that class of repair shops 
where incompetents are placed on the 
job and greater designs are entertain- 
ed on his pocketbook than in fixing 
his car. 

This is but one of several instances 
of the advantages of this degree of 
service in contrast to where it is not 
available and forthcoming. 

Broadly speaking, the manufactur- 
ers or their representative whom the 
owner comes in contact with can be 
placed in one of three different classi- 
fications as regards this service or the 
lack of it. First; the manufacturers 
who, for reasons best Known to them- 
selves, have adopted the policy of let- 
ting their obligations to an owner be- 
gin and end when the sale is made. 
Second, the manufacturers who enter- 
tain directly opposite views and pur- 
sue a contrasting policy to the best 
of their ability, but often fall short 
of the mark, due to a lack of facilities 
in one way or another. Then again 
there are the manufacturers more for- 
tunate in having an organization per- 
fected to that degree where they can 


was not being properly cared for, 


t there is no doubt that it would be 


less frequently imposed upon. When 
it requires a drink and its preference 
is most always for pure water—it !s 
very often dosed with sulphuric acid, 
The storage battery is too often over- 
loaded or underfed. 

Even with such treatment, it fur- 
nishes power to carry its owner in his 
“electric” silently and without trouble. 
If the battery be frequently and con- 
tinually mistreated however, its stay- 
ing qualities are, of course, affected, 
the result being that, while original- 
ly it propelled an electric pleasure car 
from 80 to 90 miles, it will eventually 
run the same car only 60 miles. 

Take the “Exide” battery and, you 
will find it is composed of nothing but 
lead plates -placed in rubber jars, 
filled with dilute surphuric acid. This 
form of battery has been the develop- 
ment of years of study and experience 
and is today a perfectly reliable part 
of an electric vehicle. The action of 
the electricity on these lead places 
causes them to be gradually disinte- 
grated and the particles of material 
which are eaten from the plates fall 
to the bottom of the jars. 

The so-called shedding of material 
necessarily reduces the capacity of 
the battery and after considerable ma- 
terial has collected in the bottom of 
the jars, which occurs after the bat- 
tery has been in service for some 
time, it is necessary for the battery 
to be cleaned. A few cleanings are 
possible, after which it is necessary 
to place new plates in the battery. It 
is, therefore, obvious that if this loss 
of material can be prevented or les- 
sened, and that the material retained 
in the plates can be kept active, the 
life of the plates would be lengthened 
and the cost of battery operation re- 
duced,

“Technical service,’ as it is under- 
stood by the manufacturers of the 
higher grade motor cars, means kKeep- 
ing the car in the highest~ possible 
state of efficiency that the wear and 
tear of constant use will permit. When 
a man buys a high-grade car, he should 
buy more than so many pounds of 
steel, wood and aluminum His guar- 
antee, of ‘course, assures him.of satis- 
factory’ workmanship, but it is the duty 
of both manufacturer and dealer to go 
further than this, e owner of a 
motor car purchases it for the enjoy- 
ment he expects to get out of. it. 
Naturally, the more satisfactory the 
car, the more satisfied the owner. Per- 
haps it’s trite, but it’s -nevertheless 
true, to say that a satisfied Owner 
makes. a prosperous manufacturer. The 
motor car.of'a few years ago was 
about as cranky as the leading-lady in 
a first-night performance; but, today, 
so great has been the advance in motor 
car construction that it is really. won- 
derful the’ amount of abuse a. high- 
grade car will and does stand without 
a murmer. Well, perhaps, not without 
a murnier, -because lack of lubrication 
will cause the poor, distressed creature 
to make its wants known in-.a manner 
easily understood by the initiated. 
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the manufacturer and dealer, and their 
traine@q experts are enlisted in the 
Society for the Protection of Motor 
Cars. 

So that when the owner buys a 
Thomas car he buys this technical 
service just as much as he buys the 
lamps, the top, the wind shield or any 
part of the car itself. 

Technical. service, however, would 
lose its value, if owners were utterly 
careless or reckless with their cars. 
The majority of owners of high-grade 
cars realize the importance of taking 
care of them, so that the manufacturer 
and dealer are helped in their efforts 
to give service by the owners them- 
selves, at least in the majority of cases. 

Technical service is only possible, 
however, with cars that are sold at the 
full list price. For example, a deaier 
sells a car to a man who has succeeded 
in beating him down $500 either by a 
cut or by an excessive allowance for 
his old car. Let us see what happens: 
The owner has an accident, or, perhaps 
through neglect, allows his oil supply 
to become exhausted and scores a 
cylinder. Here is Mr. Cut Price Dealer's 
chance, and very often he avails him- 
self of it, to get back some of his split 
commission. On the other hand, where 
technical service is accepted as an ob- 
ligation by both manufacturer and 
dealer, the customer in trouble gets 
prompt attention and the most efficient 
service in repairing the damage, and 
at a fixed price which is fair to both 
dealer and owner. Cut prices and tech- 
nical service are incompatible. 

Technical service is a comparatively 
recent institution. When the Thomas 
company adopted as its slogan “Noth- 
ing Counts Like Service,” but little was 
heard of this, the best asset for satis- 
faction that an owner can have. 

This service, however, is often 
abused. No manufacturer or dealer 
should be held Hable for carelessness 
or accidents, but an owner should take 
his car at least once a month to the 
store where he bought it and allow the 
branch manager or dealer to inspect it, 
adjust it and see that it is tuned up to 
its utmost efficiency, and this service 
should be freely and cheerfully render- 
ed, without money and without price to 
the owner. 


Tl NEW KIND OF TIRE 


INTERESTS MITCHELL CO. 


A report coming from England 
states that a new tire is about to be 
placed on the market by the Holmes 
Engineering Company of London. 

It is said that it will give 25 per 
cent more service than any other make 
manufactured at the present time, and 
that the tire can be produced and sold 
for 40 per cent less than anything 
manufactured heretofore. 

The ingredients of this new'tire are 
still a profound secret, but it’is known 
that rubber is the base, and that scrap 
leather ground to a fine powder and 
mixeq with’ the rubber and ‘other un- 
known materials under an extremely 
high pressure are used in its manu- 
facture. The claim is made that it 
is equally as-resilient as the usual 
type of tire of today, and that in one 
respect it is even more. so for the 
reason that it can be used with lower 
air pressure in the inner tube without 
resultant damage to the casing. -Tests 
made on the famous Brooklands track 
near London, covering several thou- 
sand miles, show that a car is quiie ag 
fast equipped with these tires as with 
the regular pneumatic. .Tests have 
been conducted for the past two years 
and the only point at. which the 
makers do not. elaim superiority is 
with reference to skidding, and on 
this point they claim there igs absa- 
lutely no difference between it ana 
the usual type of ‘tire. ‘ 

It is rumored that the manufac- 
turers of the Mitchell car have secured 
the exclusive American rights, and 
that a factory for its manufacture 
will be erected at Racine, Wis., in the 
near future. 


WHY AUTOMOBILES 
RUN SLUGGISHLY 


Occasionally an unusual 
noise is heard in a motor, and the 
latter runs sluggishly, not develop- 
ing the power it should. This trouble 
often occurs in motors having fiber 
gears for driving the cam _ shafts, 
which have been in service for some 
length of time. The cause is the swell- 
ing of the gear wheels, due to the 
absorption of oil, the gears expand- 
ing and meshing too closely with the 
steel driving pinion, and at the sanie 
time swelling laterally. 

Caring for the Car. 

A good practice is to lubricate and 
clean the wheel bearings, differential 
and gearset at the sammie time that 
the two universal joints are attended 
to, so that the whole work may be 
done at once “with a saving of labor 
and material.

Important Points to Watch 
When Purchasing an Auto- 
mobile—How to Get the 
Best Value for Your In- 
vestment. 


(From The Philadelphia Press.) 

The. layman with little or no me- 
Chanical training finds himself at sea 
when investigating automobiles, new 
or used, and especially is he bewildered 
When he contemplates purchase, Nat- 
uraliy he desires the greatest value for 
his money, and above all a reliable car 
With a first favorable impression of a 
car in its entirety, care should be taken 
to go into details. 

It should be remembered that the en- 
@ine is the most important part of an 
automobile, as it furnishes the driving 
power. Upon its condition depends the 
ability of the car to run. Great care 
Should be given its examination, Cylin- 
@ers should be free from cracks, the 
compression should be tested by pull- 
ing the starting crank slowly around 
until each piston responds to the 


atroke. If in the turning a resistance [ 


commensurate with the size of the cyi- 
inder is evidenced the compression can 
be regarded as reasonably safe. If 
there is little or no resistance there is 
‘at least sufficient evidence to raise the 
question with the seller as to the com- 
pression and compel him to make-a 
definite representation in this respect, 

The transmission and clutch should 
also be thoroughly investigated. Upon 
these depend the transference of the 
power from the engine to the rear 
wheels. The clutch should grip easily, 
not with a jerk, and hold tightly with- 
out slipping. A clutch with a jerk re- 
sults in undue vibration, strain, and 
Wear upon the mechanism. Slipping 
causes loss of power transference. 
Great care should be taken in the ex- 
amination of the gears in a transmis- 
gion to see that they properly mesh for 
the. different speeds. 

In shaft driven cars examination 
should be made of the alignmem of 
the shaft with the rear axle, also its 
various joints and connections. ~ in 
chain driven cars attention should be 
given to the wear of the links of the 
chains and the teeth of the sprockets 

There is, of course, difficulty in ex- 
amining in detail the rear axle con- 
struction of an automobile. The differ- 
ential gears are inclosed in a so-called 
housing and obscured from view. As 
to this feature confidence must be 
placed in the seller, but a few sugges- 
tions may be helpful to the layman 
even here In riding in a car close at- 
tention should be paid to the manner 
in which the car responds to the trans- 

ce of the power. 
ae aetne Sewiy observe how the car 
responds. If there is a jerky sensa- 
tion. as though there were an inter- 
ruption in the power of the car, it may 
safely arouse suspicion that the driv- 
ing gear is either defective, has a 
‘broken tooth, or is poorly adjusted. As 
stated, this must be largely intrusted 
to representations, as it is difficult, 
without dismantling the axle and ex- 
amining it in detail, to determine its 
actual condition. 

The Loose Steering Column. 


Too much importance cannot be laid 
upen the steering apperatus. rhe 
steering column should not ~ be too 
loose nor too ‘rigid. <A loose steering 
column may be due to a number of 
vauses. The so-called worm, or secter, 
may be badly worn or the several! con- 
nections worn. Lost motion in these 
parts can be detected by moving the 
ateering wheel backward and forward. 
A reasonable play in a steering column 
is desirable, as it prevents an uncom- 
fortable vibration of the hand of the 
driver as the car goes over bumps on 
the road. 

Attention should be paid to the wir- 
ing. There is no greater annoyance 
to an automobilist than to have the 
insulation worn or chafed on the wir- 
ing of his car. A short circuit is a 
simple defect, but one which causes 
great annoyance on the road and which 
it is simple to guard against. 

It is not so important to warn the 
prospective buyer as to the general 
outward appearance of a Car, as this 
readily appears to him; but it might 
be well to suggest an investigation into 
the proper and safe bolting of the body 
to the frame. The springs should be 
examined for sags or breakages; the 
wheels as to their proper construction 
so far as defective spokes or their 
loosely fitting into the flanges are con- 
cerned. The brakes should be properly 
lined and attention should be paid to 
their ability to stop the car at a rea- 
sonable speed. 

It is, of course, difficult in so brief 
an article to give the prospective buyer 
detailed advice in the purchase of a 
new as well as a, used car. Perhaps 
the safest and most far-reaching pre- 
caution is for the prospective buyer to 
confine his inquiry to cars built by 
houses of long standing and whose rep- 
utation is known to the trade for hon- 
est representation and honorable and 
fair dealing. ; 

The writer has come into contact 
with many prospective purchasers of 
automobiles who appreciate the great 
economy in buying second-hand cars, 
but who are prejudiced against dealers. 
It must be admitted that practices of- 
ten existing in this business justify 
their position and bring under condem- 
nation the legitimate dealers, whose 
co-operation would be invValuable to 


em. 

With the advance of the automobile, 
however. a long-felt eemand for a com- 

hensive and responsible service of 
his character conducted upon logical 
lines has been met by a number of 
thoroughly reliable companies, who 
make a specialty of buying and sell- 
ing used cars. heir shops are modern 
and their plants and management often 
excel those who handle the highest 
class new cars. In other words, an 
‘important department of automobiling, 
which for some years has been handled 
rather indifferently, has by those 
houses Leen placed upon a high-class 
and thoroughly business-like basis. 

A large percentage of the aygomo- 
saie-buy ing public has been educated 
to the fact, and many by personal ex- 
perience have learned, that a car is 
not sold second-hand because it is worn 
out, but that there may be various 
reasons, not mitigating against the car 
itself, which places it on the market 
—removal from the city, financial diffi- 
culty, illness, loss of interest in the 
sport, trades for ether cars, etc. 

The legitimate dealer will not accept 
a car that is. not either in first-class 
condition or that cannot be offered by 
him as a first-class car after passing 
through his shops. In many cases the 
car that has been overhauled by the 
dealer and gone through his repair, 
paint, body and upholstery shops is in 
much finer adjustment and more per- 
feet mechanically than many new cars 
offered for sale at largely increased 


prices.

Of the five old women of whom I 
write, one is, according to what seems 
authentic records, 115 years old. The 
others are 90, 82, 75 and 60 years or 
age, respectively. 

Scarcely able to walk and tottering 
feebly with a staff in her hands, her 
eyes white from blindness and her 
face shriveled like a mummy’s, Ma- 
ria Johnson slowly made her way to 
the entrance of the home for her pho- 
tograph to be taken. : 

“How old are you, Aunt Maria?” 1 
asked her, and*she replied in a qua- 
vering voice: 

“De las’ time I heerd ol’ marster 
put hit down was when he cum home 
from de wah, an’ den I was 68 y’ars 
ob age.” 

This would make the ancient mam- 
my about 115 years old, and she looks 
it. 

When asked where she came from 
she replied, “Ol’ Ferginny.” Marva 
was owned before the war by James 
Dowden, who had a large plantation 
near Richmond. Just before the close 
of the war she was brought to Geor- 
gia, probably with the refugees who 
were flying from the advancing en- 
emy, and taking with them as mucn 
of their slave property as possible. At 
the close of the war she was left mn 
Athens and so was far from her ola 
slave home and from those wno 
might have cared for her. A few 
years ago she became one of the dere- 
licts of human fate, and so found her 
way into the Carter home. 

Next came: Patsy Green to have her 
picture made, and as she hobbled 
through the doofway she screened her 
eyes from the sun with her hand, ane 
exclaimed: 

“De ol’ ’oman is mouty nigh blin*. 
Ol’ Patsy Green hain’t berry far frum 
de crossin’ ob de ribber.” 

Patsy told me she was 90 years of 
age. Her master before the war was 
Dr: George K. Hamilton, of DeKain 
county, Georgia.

Emma Foster, another of the old 
“mammies” in the home, said she was 
82 years of age, and her old “marster~ 
was H. E. Sizer, who owned before 
the war a plantation in Holmes coun- 
ty, Mississippi.

Rome, February 10.—(Spécial.j)— 
Grave charges of graft tn the supply- 
ing of stores to the troops in Tripoli 
have aroused the people and the goy- 
ernment has undertaken a rigid ex- 
amination and promises drastic pun- 
ishment to those who are found to be 
engaged in the fraudulent operations. 

Everything goes to show that the 
full light of publicity has not even 
yet been thrown into all the dark 
corners of this amazing scandal. The 
report drawn up by General Pagani 
is now in the hands of the minister of 
war. <As the resudlt of the inquiry at 
Naples and owing to numerous appa- 
rumors, a_ still 
more searching inquiry is to be in- 
stituted into the whole matter of tke 
of food and stores sinte the 
beginning of the war. The inquiry 
will be extended to all the ports from 
which troops and stores have been 
shipped to the theater of war.

= cost of living keeps going up. Meat, potatoes, butter, eggs— 


all the necessaries of life—are many times what they were a. few 


years ago. 


The average man and woman. now find little mar- 


gin between the actual every day expenses and their wages. But while . 
the consumer is paying the highest prices in history for his food, the pre- 
ducr is getting little more than he did when prices were much lower. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson is authority for the statement that the 
farmer gets 50 cents for a unit of produce for which the consumer pays 


$1. He asks who gets the balance. 


This is the first of a series of articles which will endeavor to answer 
tha! question, and also point out a way in which the producer and con- 
sumer can get closer together and the cost of living be reduced. 

Next week a woman who has succeeded in cutting her bills and the 
bills of her neighbors down to half by co-operative buying will explain 
her system so clearly that any woman anywhere can follow her example.

URING the Christmas holidays I believe 
that I demonstrated fully to the city 
of Indianapolis and the nation at larse 

that the parasitical middleman, so far as 
handling foodstuffg is concerned, is absolute 
ly unessential to the welfare of the municipal 
community. In the sales that I conducted at 
that time, I brought the consumer. and the 
producer face to face, by encouraging them 
to come to the city market and dispose of 
their wares at the same price I was charging, 
namely, the first hand price direct from the 
consumer. plus the expense of putting them 
on sale. 

I sold thousands of pounds of poultry. 
three tons of homemade mincemeat, several 
hundred Christmas trees, apples and potatoes 
at just the price of production. 1 did not 
care to have a monopoly, and this was not my 
idea, so I invited every producer in the State 
to come and sell at the fair prices at which I 
was offering my wares. They came in num- 
bers and Indianapolis has never seen such a 
market. The consumer was satisfied and 
the producers were satisfied with the prices 
they got for their goods. ' 

As a matter of fact I have brought about a 
condition whereby the producer can see that’ 
he, as well as the consumer, is benefitted by 
this direct route of exchange. Take, for ex- 
ample, the general costs that are piled on the 
consumer in getting potatoes. In the first 
place they are sold by the producer generally 
to the buyer in his town. The latter in turn 
makes -his commission by recommissioning 
the product to the city commission mer- 
chants; these in turn resell to the middle- 
man, and then the product goes to the con- 
sumer with all these profits piled onto the 
price he must pay. 

I have received scores of letters from pro- 


, ducers after my successful sales, and have 


urged all in such instances to bring their 
produce and sell their wares personally. 
When I first took up my fight on the com- 
mission merchants who were holding the 
prices up by representing to the producer 
that the Indianapolis market was glutted, 


and at the same time representing to the 
consumer that there was a great scarcity, in 
my fight on the high cost of living I sent a 
representative into the fields of Michigan to 
see about the supply of potatoes. The crop 
of this vegetable was unusually small in In- 
diana during the last season, but I found that 
potatoes could be shipped to this city and 
sold to the consumer at 75 cents a bushel, 
this price covering the cost of freight and 
handling. 

Prior to the first shipment of potatoes these 
were selling at $1.00 wholesale at the com- 
mission houses, and there was immediately 
a drop in the wholesale prices to 70 and 75 
cents a bushel when my potatoes arrived: 
The general retail price, too, dropped from 
$1.25 to 85 cents. 

The idea of going into other fields and 
buying up from the producer direct was only 
a@ part of my bigger plan to demonstrate the 
practicability of such methods in forcing 
down prices. Recently I induced a shipper 
in the northern part of Indiana to bring a car- 
load of pears to be sold on the city market. 
The shipper was unable to get better than 15 
cents a bushel for his pears from the com- 
mission men, and he secepied my invitation 
to sell at 30 cents a bushel direct to the con- 
gumer. No trouble was experienced by the 
so.pper in getting rid of his produce, and on 
the day of the sale pears dropped from a 
retail price of 60 cents to 40 cents a bushel. 
In this way I have demonstrated both sides 
of my theory in reducing the high cost of 
living, by shipping produce here personally 


‘and disposing of it, and by encouraging the 


producer himself to appear and sell direct to 
the public. 

There is no question now before the people 
of the large cities that is so important to 


them as the high cost of living. If the muni 
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cipal administration can 
do anything to bring 
about a reduction in ‘the 
cost of the necessaries 
that are sold on the mar- 
ket, it will have accom- 
plished much for the 
people. 

I presume that at least 
75 per cent of the people 
who go to the market are 
those who must get all 
they can for a dollar, so 
that they can make ends 
meet each week or month. 
With the people who can 
afford to go either to gro- 
cery or market, and who 
can go to market because 
they feel that they can 
get the best regardless of 
price, we are not as much 
concerned as we are with 
the working. people, or 
those who must live ona 
stated salary, and must 
get all they can for their 
money. To bring together 
the producer and consum. 
er on a basis whereby the 
producer may make a fair 
profit, and the consumer 
ect all the benefit of all 
profit beyond that, is the 
only real solution of this 
question. If somewhere 
in the deal the middleman 
is to get a profit, then it 
is self-evident that the 
consumer must pay it. 

I am not going to crit- 
icise nor find fault with 
the grocer or his prices, 
nor the legitimate busi- 
ness of the commission 
merchant, for they are all 
necessary to a well-regu- 
lated business community. 
If we were all rich this 
question would not come 
up, but it is the plan 
back of this scheme to 
help the man and woman 
who has to count every 
dollar spent, and they 
are in the great majority.

I believe that the wholesale and retail mar: 
kets should be entirely distinct and widely 
separated. A wholesale market should be 
created by the city and on ground leased or 
purchased by it. This should be set aside ex- 
clusively for gardeners and farmers, and no 
one should occupy the stands or stalls in that 
building unless he can make an affidavit that 
he is the original producer of the stuff he 
selis, and that a penalty be made for any 
false representation of the fact; that the 
charge to the holder of these stands shoulc 
be nominal, say ten or fifteen cents each mar- 
ket day. Money collected in this manne! 
would easily pay for the building erected by 
the city in time. The market house should 
be self-sustaining, and-not be used for mak- 
ing money for the city. The original idea o: 
the market was not for that purpose, but to 
give the people a chance to buy cheap food.

The selling of live poultry is very !m- 
portant to the market, and iff it is pos- 
sible to provide a place separate from 
where the other produce is sold. I be 
lieve that in this way competition can 
be had and farm produce can be bought 
cheaply, for if the farmer sells at prac- 
tically no cost tc himself ,others who do 
not produce their own stuff must meet 
the prices of he gardener or farmer or 


wholesaler, who gets the lIlon’s share of 
the profits by selling to the retailer at 18 
cents a pound. You, the consumer, have 
‘to pay 23 cents per pound to the retailer 
for meat which you could have bought 
at 7 cents a pound from the farmer. 

In large cities, where the packers, 
through their agencies, sell direct to the 
retailers, thug eliminating the commission 
man and wholesaler, the price to the re 
tailer is just the same, and thus the con- 
sumer gains nothing.

This diagram iliustrates who “gets the 
rest.” Thus, the farmer gelis his steers to 
the drover at 7 cents a pound. The 
drover puts on 2 cents a pound and seliis 
them to the packer; the packer, who deals 
in very large quantities, satisfies himself 
with a penny a pound increase, gelling 
the meat to the commission man at 10 
cents a pound. The commission man 
boosts the price 2 cents in selling to the 


S80 that if at any time there should be a 
Shortage of any particular product on the 
Market, they could be notified of the fact, 
quoting to them the daily market price, so 
«S$ to induce them to: send in the stuff 
ueeded. 

I should also suggest that these assistants 
be given power to sell the merchandise of 
any producer or producers’ association, who 
could not be personally represented, and to 
retain a sma!] commission on the sales which 
would cover the cost of selling to the public. 
It often happens that a producer cannot come 
to market, and in this way his produce could 
come. Then, again, there might be a short- 
age of some particular article, and by this 
means it could be promptly brought to mar- 
ket. The commission for selling under such 
circumstances, however, should be sufficient- 
ly high to make it a special inducement for 
the producer to come with his wares person- 
ally. It will, of course, be much better for 
the market if the consumer and producer 
deal directly with each other, but the least 
suggestion will insure the market being sup- 
plied with produce of all kinds. 

It is true that many things are 
handle and deliver straight from pr 
consumer, for instance, perishable fruit, s 
as the berry crop when in season. This 
would bring up the cold storage problem, but 
this could be solved easily enough by the mu- 
nicipal buyer, and arrangements made to 
handle this product. I insist that the middle- 
man is not even necessary for the perishable 
fruits. 

I should amend the ordinances giving the 
use of certain streets to marketers by giving 
the board of safety authority to designate 


exactly where the people could stand. By. 


that “means the streets could be used as I 
have suggested before. 

There should be no bartering in stands. 
Whenever any person in any part of the 
market house who has a stand, either by 
week, day or month, quits using the same or 
gives it up, it should revert to the city to be 
again relet or reassigned. If a person had a 
stand and he be permitted to sell it to some 
one for a profit, that profit must finally be 
paid by the people, and it is not fair. 

Any ordinance or rule which makes it hard 
for the gardener to peddle his.products from 
house to house throughout tke city should De 
changed, and he should be given all the én- 
couragment possible. 

It is impossible for me to go into all the 
details that may come up, but I believe that 
if the city markets are recognized on the 
plans I have formulated, that it will come 
very near to carrying out the idea of the 
original city market, and give better. prod- 
ucts to the people who can afford to pay re- 
gardless of price, as well as the poor, and 
materially reduce, the prices. 

This, in my opinion, will be the biggest 
step toward the reduction of the high cost of 
living in our big cities.

. AMUEL LEWIS SHANK, more 


commonly known as Lew 

Shank, Mayor of Indianapolis, 
whose personally waged warfare 
against high prices has made his 
name known from one end of the 
country to the other, has had a re 
markable career. 

He has been successively farmer 
boy, clog dancer, theatrical man 
ager, actor, yeast salesman, furnt 
ture auctioneer, Mayor. 

Shank’s personality—blunt, genial, 
good-natured, witty, honest, direct, 
made him Mayor of Indianapolis. 
In his campaign he had promised 
to close up the saloons, and after 
his election he proceeded to do so 
by sending the offending liquor 
dealers to church instead of to jail. 

Last Summer he found that the 
people of Indianapolis, in common 
with the rest of the people, were 
suffering from the reign of high 
prices. Potatoes were selling at 
$1.60 a bushel! | 

He investigated and found that 
the farmers were getting only 69 
cents a bushel. It occurred to him 
that if the farmers could sell their 
produce direct to the consumers in- 
stead of through the hands of the 
middlemen this disparity in prices 
might be eliminated. 

He sent a man to Michigan and 
learned that potatoes could be 
bought there at a price which would 
enable him to cell them in Indian- 
apolis at 75 cents a bushel—less 
than half the price the retailers 
were demanding. 

Shank ordered a carload. It was 
sold at 75 cents a .bushel in less 
than three hours. A second carload 
went just as fast. Carload after 
carload was sold in the same man- 
ner, the price being just high 
enough to cover cost and freight. 

The market men became panic 
stricken. Prices dropped. Before 
many days those who couldn’t get 
the Mayor’s potatoes at 75 cents a 
bushel could purchase better ones 
on the market at 90 cents a 
—@ drop of 70 cents. 

Then the Mayor followed the 
same course inmeat. Pork, sausage, 
lard and other hog products as weii 
as beef and mutton were sold in 
the public market by Shank and his 
assistants at greatly reduced 
For Thanksgiving Day the Mayor 
sold turkeys, geese, ducks, chickens 
and other poultry at from 6 to 8 
cents lower than the retailers were 
selling them. 

In this fight against high prices 
Mayor Shania didn’t sit at a ma 
hogany desk reading Epictetus. 
He led the campaign himself, 
handling, weighing and selling the 
meat and other commodities as 
though he were personally inter 
ested in the receipts. 

The effect of this personally con- 
ducted campaign has been to re 
duce prices generally throughout 
Indianapolis markets. Mayor Shank 
is not selling potatoes today, but 
no retailer has had the to 
charge $1.60 per bushel for them 
since the Mayor showed the citt- 
zens that 75 cents a bushel was all 
they need pay for them.

know how to make soup from a piece 

of beef and then serve the boiled 
beef attractively afterward, 

The soup made from the bee? is 
called pot au feu, and should be the 
best of the simpler soups. The ways 
of treating the boiled meat are in- 

* numerable, and I explain only a few 
of the best of them to-day.

Making the Soup. 


pe following proportions are cal- 
culated for four or five persons. 


Place in saucepan about five pints of 
sold water and a piece of beef a little 
over two pounds, chosen by prefer- 
ence from the rump. Place the sauce- 
pan on a moderate fire, and as soon 
as the liquid gets hot and the scum 
‘begins to form take care to remove it 
immediately with a spoon. 

When the liqdid has boiled thor- 
oughly place the saucepan at the side 
of the fire, so that the cooking may 
continue slowly. When the scum 
has been completely removed add an 
onion with two cloves stuck into it, 
the white part of two lecks, a branch 
of celery, several leaves of chervil, 
two carrots, a turnip, and a mite of 
garlic and half an ounce of salt. Cover 
the saucepan and take care that it 
does not stop boiling for two and a 
half to three hours. 

_ If you have a larger number of per- 
“gons than that mentioned to dinner, 
and have used a larger piece of beef, 
the time must be relatively increased. 
At the moment of sitting down to 
table serauie the pieces of beet on a 
jish. surrounding them with the vege- 
tables which have been used in the 
-ooking. Pour the liquid into a soup 
wreen, in which you have placed 
slices of toasted or baked bread. 
When you have eaten the soup you 


serve the beef, accompanied by some 
simple dressing. For this purpose the 
best thing is either tomato sauce or 
horseradish sauce. 


Tomato Sauce for Boiled 
Beef. 


8 tegen five to six large and very ripe 
tomatoes, remove skins and seeds 
and chop them up. Then put them it 
a frying pan with two tablespoonfuls 
of olive oil and a pinch of salt and 
pepper and a little chopped parsley, 
and if you wish a very small piece of 
garlic. Let it cook gently, and serve 
without passing through a strainer. 
This is a useful economy. 


Boiled Beef a la Proven- 
cale. 


UT the beef in thin slices aNd ar- 
range it on a gratin dish and cover 


it with tomato sauce a la Provencale, 
which has already been described. Put 
the dish into the oven and let it sim- 
for eight to ten minutes, and

It is best to serve with the boiled 
beef Provencale a dish of potatoes, 


either boiled or cooked in the oven. 


Variations of the Beef Soup 


ees may add as an additional gar- 
nishing to the family pot au feu 


a quarter of a cabbage, which you 
have previously passed through boil- 
ing water and tied up carefully with 
string. You may also add three to 
four boiled potatoes. In this case you 
“must use at least a pint more of water, 
making six pints of water for about 
two pounds of beef. 

The liquid of the pot au feu serves 
as a base for most of the soups. Ina 
French household on the day when 
they have pot au feu they usually fol- 
low it with some poultry or game, ac- 
cording to the season, a green salad 
and a dessert of some kind. 


Boiled Beef Miroton. 


HIS is another popular dish from 
é the pot au feu. Chop fine two 
or three onions. Cook them in a fry- 
ing pan or in a saucepan with two 
good tablespoonfuls of butter or lard. 
When the onions have taken a fine 
color add a good tablespoonful of 
flour. Let them take a good brown 
color, and then moisten with a little 
beef liquid, in sufficient quantity to 
produce a rather thick sauce. Add a 
tablespoonful of vinegar, a bay leaf, 
and season with salt and pepper ac- 
cording to taste, and then let the mix- 
ture boil eight to ten minutes. 

Cut the boiled beef in fine slices. 
Arrange them on a gratin dish, at the 
bottom of which you have put several 
tablespoonfuls of sauce. Surround the 
beef with slices of potato cooked in 
water. Place on the surface several 
capers or some sliced gherkins and a 
little chopped parsley. Cover it with 
the rest of the sauce. from which you

take care to remove the bay leaf. 
Sprinkle with bread crumbs and 
moisten with several drops of butter 
or melted lard, and cook to a gratin 
in the oven. 


Beef Saute a la Lyonnaise. 
HOP fine two or three onions and

pan with two or three tablespoonfuls 


of lard or butter. When the onions 
have taken on a fine brown color add 
the boiled beef, which you have 
minced. Season with salt and pepper, 
add a tiny piece of garlic, and allow 
it to cook eight to ten minutes. 
Sprinkle the beef with a little parsley 
chopped fine, and moisten with a little 
stream of vinegar. To increase the 
size of this dish, and thus make it 
more economical, you may add to the 
beef an equal quantity of: potatoes, 
which you have prepared in another 
frying ‘pan.

Bust Development.

ONTOUR of form is the most dis- 
tinctive feature tn physical beau- 
ty. We all know that well- 
developed and perfectly rounded bodies 
are normal, and that a lack of propor- 
tion is caused by imperfect oirculation 
and neglect. 

Among the Greeks and Romans the 
perfection of physique was the outcome 
of hygiene and out-of-door exercise. So 
we can but imitate their mode of prac- 
tice. Wherever we find much out-of- 
door living, there we find little need of 
more bust development in women, - 

The nerves controlling the glands are 
‘Weak—the cause of which is from 
Wearing the dresses too tight across 
these delicate parts—sometimes to hide 
development while in short dresses. 
Could they but know the harm this 
does—not in arresting development 
alone, but in its pressure upon the 
@ensitive nerves, so potent in a wom- 
an’s health—there would be a great 
change in the dressing of many. There 
should be absolute freedom in the dress 
of the prewing girl—in the chest, 
bust, and lower lungs—to promote per-

Those women who have suffered and 
are suffering from lack of proportion, 
from neglect, or from nursing her 
child, I will offer a remedy, which, if 
adhered to faithfully, will improve and 
develop the bust in a marvelous degree. 

Be quite sure that the digestive or- 
@ans are working properly, as well as 
@ll other functions of the body. Do not 
take drugs, but by the regulation of 
your diet and massage or exercise your 
digestion can be made perfect. 


Every morning, upon getting out of 
your bed; raise the arms over the head 
until the fingers touch, stretching the 
arms to the fullest extent. Then, after 
holding them there for ten seconds, 
bring them down and forward—hold- 
ing the hands together—as far as you 
ean. Breathe in deeply and hold the 
breath while you raise them again 
over your head. Hold the breath ten 
seconds, holding the hands together 
above your head, then letting the 
breath out slowly through the nos- 
trils while you are bringing the 
hands down. 

Do this exercise ten times the first 
five mornings and evenings, then in- 
crease the number gradually from day 
to day until you can do it thirty times 
morning and evening. 

After the exercise, bathe the chest 
and bust with warm water until it is 
quite red and warm, then gently mas- 
sage with a skin food or cocoa butter, 
massaging with an upward movement 
from under the arms, around the bust, 
patting in the skin food gently until a 
quantity has been absorbed.

Then add 
half an ounce of good butter, two 
tablespoonfuls of Worcestershire sauce, 
half a saltspoonful of cayenne pepper 
and half a teaspoonful of French mus- 
tard. Pound the whole well together 
for five minutes more, then place the 
paste on a plate. Prepare six small, 
round toasts, two inches in diameter 
and a quarter of an inch thick. ivide 
the ham preparation evenly on tise six 
and with the knife give the 
paste a nice dome shape. 

n old, old-fashioned recipe for ham 
toast which I have not tried, is as fol- 
ince finely a quarter of a pound 
of cooked ham with an anchovy, honed 
and washed; add a little cayenne and 
pounded mace; beat up two eggu: mix 
with the mince, and add just sufficient 
milk to keep it moist; make it quite 
hot, and serve on small rounds of toast 
or fried bread. 


The following recipe is Louis’: 

Canape Windsor—Mix half a ocupful 
of finely chopped chicken and half a 
cupful of finely chopped lean hara with 
two ounces of creamed butter, Season 
to taste and spread.on saltine crackers, 
Cut red beef tongue into small, thin 
diamonds, and put five of them together 
in the center of the canape to form a 
star.

In a cook book compiled by some 
ladies in Knoxville, Tenn., there is an 
unsigned recipe for boiled ham which

It also recom- 
mends considerable doctoring after it 
is put in the oven. There is one ob- 
jection to this method, if not more; we 
cannot get the hay. Ham started in

The first thing under meats in the 
book mentioned is “the Smithfleld 
Ham.” It says : 

“The Smithfield hams of Virginia 
have long had the reputation of being 
the finest hams produced im this 
country. They take their name from 
the little town of Smithfield, and their 
average weight is about ten pounds. 
The hogs from which these hams are 
taken are allowed to run in the woods 
during the summer, when they live on 
roots, nuts, and such food as they can 
obtain. 

“In the fall they are turned into the 
cornfields, where black-eyed peas have 
been sown, and they feed on the peas 
and the small corn that has been left. 
They are also turned into the potato 
and peanut fields after the crops have 
been gathered. Later, they are con- 
fined in close pens and fed on corn 
and kept clean.” 

There is further information here 
about these finest of hams and the six 
different steps in the curing process 
are given.

Ic is a rather unfortunate, on the 
whole, that we have no set standards 
of measurement that will cover all 
rétipes. The cup does mean a much 
more uniform thing than formerly, be- 
cause the graduated measuring cup has 
come into such general use. 

One of the most general of all gen- 
eral recipes is that for cottage pud- 
ding, but there is only one unit of 
measurement ‘that is uniformly the 
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same in every recipe for the pudding 


printed. The ingredients in their prop- 
er cooking school. order are butter, su- 
gar, one egg, milk, flour, baking pow- 
der, salt, flavoring. 


As to the butter a great number of 
peense use about a quarter of a cup, 

ut some use as little as a teaspoon- 
ful. The amount of sugar that is the 
most nearly standard for this recipe is 
one-half cupful, but more and much 
less are sometimes used. Perhaps one 
cupful of milk is the nearest to the 
ordinary amount of milk used, but 
some use as little as half a cupful. I 
have @.recipe in which but three- 
fourths of a cupful of flour is used, 
although there is that much liquid in 
the cake. I have no faith in the recipe, 
but one can never be quite sure that 
a recipe would fail until tried. 

There is no doubt but that this 
pudding is frequently made too stiff, 
and this is why, perhaps, the amount 
of flour varies, for the cupful of milk, 
from one and a half cupfuls to two 
and one-fourth. Of course the quality 
of the flour does make a good deal of 
difference, but two ¢upfulg are in most 
cases too much. 

It is hard to tell what is the most 
exact measure of baking powder to be 
used, so much  gtremen upon the fresh. 
ness and raising power of the egg, and 
then a teaspoonful of baking powder 
by some measurements is no more than 
a half teaspoonful by others, 


Of course the cottage pudding is noth- 
ing more than a one egg cake, and the 
nearer it is like a good cake, the bet- 
ter it is like a good cake, the better 
Mage rm it is, and the more economical 
s this dessert, for what is left over 
may be used as cake. But this cannot 
be baked like a loaf cake. It must 
be baked in a shallow tan, if we are 
to have a good expanse of nice surface 
which any cake should have, if it is 
to be eaten hot—for the sake of the 
digestion. 

Both the Boston Cooking School cook- 
books, one by Mrs. Farmer and the 


other by Mrs. Hill, have this formula, |

One Egg Cake, or Cottage Pudding— 
One-foarth cupful of butter, one-half 
cupful of sugar, one egg, one-half cup- 
ful of milk, one and one-half cupfuls 
of flour, two and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. 
recipes are identical, except that Mrs, 
Hill says after the egg ‘‘well beaten,” 
and adds, “Mix as a cake and bake in 


an agate muffin pan. Serve with lemon, | 


wine, or strawberry saucé.” Mrs, Farm- 
er adds to her one egg cake formula: 
“Cream the butter, add sugar grad- 
ually, and egg well beaten. Mix and 
sift flour and baking powder, add alt- 
ernately with milk to first mixture. 
Bake thirty minutes in a shallow pan. 
Spread with chocolate frosting.” 


A potato salad to be best, to take up 


the seasoning and dressing as it ought, | 


should be made while the potatoes are 
still warm. They should be cooked as 
not to be mealy, and, 9n the whole, are 
best when boiled in their jackets. The 
special potato for this salad is one that 
will cut in smooth and rather salvey 
slices. 

To those who are devoted to mayon- 
naise this is the only dressing for this 
salad, but the potatoes need to be thor- 
oughly seasoned before it is put over 
them. The hotel and restaurant peo- 
ple, who like to garnish this salad 
elaborately, use mayonnaise because it 
is such a good bed for fancy cuts of 
beef, etc. 

Simpler salad dressings, which sea - 
son mere completely, are in consider- 
able favor, and the following salad, 
with such a dressing may be recom- 
mended not only because thoroughly 
seasoned, but because it will never be 


German Potato Salad.—Boil six, po- 
tatoes. While hot cut in thin sl{ces, 
cover with finely sliced onions and 
add one teaspoonful of salt and one- 
half teaspoonful of pepper. Mix he 
yolk of one egg with a tablespoon 
and a half of olive oil and two table- 
spoons of vinegar. Pour the well- 
mixed dressing over the potatoes, 
then pour a quarter of a cup of boil- 
ing water or both over the whole 
mixture, and stid well. If to taste, 
sprinkle with parsley and let stand 
for a few hours. 

By doubling all but the egg this 
dressing will be enough for twelve 
potatoes. The one egg, or one yolk, 
is often an extravagance for four peo- 
ple, while a dressing equally good 
may be mede for 200 people w th two

Of course, it is thinner and can hardly 
be made so attractive as a thicker 
piece. Two pounds of such beef may 
be cooked all night in a fireless cooker 
when it is tender and good.
